“Nowadays the enlisted man must be a little better soldier than formerly. The artillery- 
man must lay his gun better, he must be able-to work it more rapidly and he must care for 
In short, we require better soldiers now than we formerly did. 
“The infantryman must be stronger of body and soul, and he must have great power of re- 
He must be able to endure strain, fatigue and the stress of battle. 
hew conditions and he must know how to fight in new ways. 

“Probably. the most clearly indicated of the new requirements of the enlisted men {s a high- 
er degree of courage and discipline than was needed before. The discipline must be iron-like 
in its rigidity and the courage must be unfaltering. These work hand in hand. This dis- 
ciplinme makes the platoon or the ‘battalion work as one, makes the unit’s store of courage the 
common property of all, it might be called mass courage, and it supplies the teamwork 


INCE many of our battles are to be fought at night, the troops must be trained at 
night as well as day. At the trenches back of Fort Sill, such an engagement was re- 
hearsed this week. The problem was to repel a night attack of the enemy, and the 
task was given to a battalion of heavy machine guns. 

Armed with their Vickers water cooled weapons, the men took their places in the fire 
trench, ‘while the “depth” was properly filled with supports and reserves, with officers at 
the proper places as agreed by modern fighters. 

Across the “No Man’s Land,” from 300 to 500 yards 
to represent the enemy, hidden in the darkness. 

A rocket on the flank warned of the attack. This was answered by rockets along the 
line, and then the flares and star shells went up, turning the night into day, and bringing 

out the figures of the advancing enemy sharply. Then the Vickers opened with their fiend- 
ish clatter, the whole line spurting fire. Fresh star shells were fired to replace the dying 
ones, and the infernal rattle of the spitting rifles kept up in a steady roar. 

When the commanding officer decided that the work was done, he silenced the guns, and

“These men will be jendy for France when 
their 16 weeks here are done,” Gen. Berry said. 
“They are exceptionally good men physically and 
will take on readily the additional strength re- 
quired. Many of them have a good foundation of 
drill and discipline, and we will build on this. 
By the first of the year, I feel sure, they will be 
ready for a finishing school in France.” 

“I fear we will not have much time for foot- 
ball,” Gen. Berry said. “Every effort will be 
made to harden and make fit the men in the 
least possible time and we feel this can be done 
best by exercises in which every man takes part.

[ Bombers Working Away. } 


The course of study of the school here touches 
almost every angle of the modern business of 
war. At Fort Sill masked young men are trying 
out the gas chambers. On the hill sides, bombers 
are ‘learning the clumsy underhand delivery by 
which the hand grenade is landed in the enemy 
trench. High above in airplanes shrewd eyed 
volunteers are training for artillery observers. 
Hundreds of pairs of men are practicing the new 
bayonet work, which does away with much of 
the fencing used before, and trains a man most 
quickly and surely to kill a man in a crowded 
trench or a flooded shell crater. 

The aviation school is under command of Maj. 
Gerhart of the regular army. Twelve great per- 
manent hangars stand in a row fronting on a 
plain which serves admirably for rising and land- 
ing. It is the intention to concrete five acres of 
the field, so that winter flying may continue in 
spite of soggy ground, rain or snow. 

Above each bangar flies the unofficial flag of 
the aviator. This is a long pillow, or bolster slip, 
with one end open, ang to the trained eye it tells 
the direction of the wind and its approximate 


force. 
A- “sausage” observation balloon tugs at its 


cables at an altitude of from 1000 to 4000 feet. 
This English importation, favorably known for its 
stability in the wind, has three inflated fins at the 
leeward end, and sitting in the basket all day 
long has nothing to do with the gay life. Airplane 
students regard balloon observers as persons who 
‘have ‘retired from active service to the security of 

a quiet job. 

Rigid physical examinations are being made 
of the late guardsmen, with an ear directed par- 
ticularly at tuberculosis of the lungs. A staff 
of expert diagnosticians is here working them 
over. There is also a party of physicians, who 
specialize a of the mind, whose busi- 


: 


ness it will be to determine whether any of the 
men are temperamentally unfitted for the occu- 
pation of war. It is assumed that a sane man can 
be a soldier, but some of the insanities as defined 
by these men do not unfit aman for civil pur-: 
sults. 

Many friends of the national guard had grave 
fears for the morale of that organization after 
the changes had been made incident to its in- 
corporation in the Thirty-Fifth Division. : 

So far as I am able to observe, the result is 
much the same as it would be in any other shake- 
up, where some men got what they desired and 
others lost what they held.

| Gloom Among the Losers. ] 


The winners are exultant and the losers are 
much depressed. This applies to officers, and even: 
the most depressed and disappointed are un- 
swerving in their allegiance to duty. Each man 
is willing and anxious to give the best he has, 
wherever he is put, although at heart he feels 
that he could have filled another job much better. 

As a result of the disruption of the guard, 
two officers have tendered their resignations. 
Whether these will be accepted or not is prob- 
lematical. Each case must stand on its own merits, 
and the War Department_does not look with favor 
on resignations at this time. 

Where two fully officered regiments are con- 
solidated, it produces a regiment with two sets 
of officers. The senfors take the positions. What 
will become of the juniors is not yet decided. 
Probably many of them will be “attached,” which 
means that they will-serve for a while with their 
old organizations as supernumeraries. Others of | 
them will go to the Depot Brigade, which is under | 
command of Gen. Harvey Clark. The duties of 
this brigade, which are not yet fully understood, 
probably will be to train the reserves, and care 
for the first line of the rear. This essential sec- 
tion always has been neglected in our system of 
war.

‘ The regiment to suffer most was the Second 
Missouri, which was the oldest in the State, the 
largest and frequently accounted the best: It 
has been cut up into machine gun companies and 
the identity of the regiment is lost. Sentiment- 
ally this is a regrettable thing, and one, I feared, 
which would cast a pall of gloom over the men. 

On the other side, machine gun companies are 
referred to as suicide clubs and picked riflemen

potting machine gunners. To run a machine gun 
requires mechanical skill and training, good’ clear 
heads, perfect eyes and bodies, stout hearts and 
superlative courage. As I come from South Mis- 
souri, the native heath of the Second Regiment, 
I speak the language of these men and I sought 
out three buck privates who sat in the sun and 
asked them what they thought of it al). 

“Well, its pretty tough to lose the old officers 
of course,” one man said, “but then we keep & 
good many of them, and we’ll get along. It was 
a cinch that they would choose the Second for 
machine gunners. They just had to. We were 
by far the best regiment in the State, and the 
best shots, and there is no question about what 
we will do with the machine guns. It would not. 
do to trust important and dangerous work like | 
that to any regiment you come across. You have 
to have picked men that you can depend on. Na-

Kansas editor writes of incidents of bravery that have won fame and medals for-members — 
of self-supporting organization that has rendered such excellent service since the’ be- . 
‘ginning of the war—Now being mustered into the U. 8. Army—Change not welcomed 
by many of the men and their organizer and director, Richard E. Norton, declines - we 
commission as Major and bids his helpers farewell. |

PARIS, Sept. 20. 
HIS week will see the federalization of all 
1 American Ambulance Service in France. 
The American Government will formally ( 
take charge before Saturday, Sept. 22, of the } 
work heretofore done by the American Field 
Service under A. Pitt Andrews and the work 
done by the American Ambulance Corps under 
the leadership of Richard Norton. The Ameri- 
can Field Service has enlisted about 800 men and 
is well advertised {!n America, but the American 
Ambulance Corps, which comprises about 600 
men, carefully avoided publicity and is not so 
well known tn. America. 

The men in each division of the service have 
done splendid work. It -was, of course, entirely 
volunteer work and without pay—excepting the 
5 cents a day allowed by the French Government 
to the poilus—yet the men who have done this 
service for nearly three years of the war were 
the only organized Americans who were doing 
America’s bit at the battle front in the great con- 
flict. They carried our flag: to glory while we 


these volunteers marks the close of a brave chap- 
ter in American history. 

Because the service of the American Ambu- 
lance Corps is less known than is that of its 
sister service, some record should be made here. 
of what the American Ambulance Corps has done 
during its three fighting years of life. 

It means nothing to say that its records show 
that the corps has carried from the firing zone to 
base or to field hospitals 167,521 wounded, as weil 
as medicines and dressings from the hospitals to 
the front to dress these wounded. Figures mear 
so little.

It is necessary to understand how these wound- 


ed are gathered for one to realize how fine and 


courageous the service is. To tell this story of 
the transfer of the wounded from the field, one 
must first present some account of the battle- 
fields in which thege American boys worked. 
Roughly speaking, they covered a country from 
Arras to Verdun—a hilly, wooded country, in 
which the French and Germans fought in but 
few plains. It has been a fight mainly for this 
hill or that woods, and in spite of the fact that

first line trenches frequently, perhaps generally,

the trenches. Infantry, artillery and doctors lost 
more men in proportion to their numbers’ even 
than airmen, and the youth. of the ambulance 
corps were daily associates of these three classes 
of soldiers. 

The ambulance corps receives its wounded from 
the stretcher bearers‘and doctors usually on the 
hill or in the woods where the artillery was plant- 
ed. These first posts of succor were as far. for- 
ward as ambulances‘could be driven—always 
over shelled roads, sometimes over roads in plain 

view of the enemy guns. The wounded are borne , 
by stretcher bearers to dugouts in side hills or 
woods where a wounded man is quickly and

After. the wounded are put into an ambulance, 
the two - members of the American Ambulance 
Corps who are in charge of the car take it to the 
first field hospital, which usually is from three 
to ten miles back of the first aid post. The road 
these men traverse with their wounded runs gen- 
erally at least~ a mile, sometimes for three 
or four miles, through shelkfire area.- On the 
same road come all the food reserves, ammunition 
and supplies to the men in the trenches, and the 
German airmen and spies have given the Ger- 
‘man gunners the exact location of these roads. 
The woods about. them are shattered and. bleak. 
Great shell holes pock the borders of the road 
and gangs of men in steel helmets.to shed shrap- 
nel, work up and down the road ‘filling’ up the 
shell holes, clearing away dead horses—either 
gassed or. bombed—removing the debris of shat- 
tered trucks and making the way as clear as pos- 
sible for the never-ending stream of wagons and 
cars bearing food for the cannon and-for the 
men beyond who also feed the cannon with their 
flesh and bones and slack its feverish thirst with 
their. blood.

Down these roads from hell the ambulance 
drivers take their wounded.

Gas is the terror of the men of the ambulance 

corps, for the enemy always is shelling the woods 
and hills beliind the lines with gas. A man afoot 
may use a gas mask and save himself, but driving 
a car over rough roads at night, with no lights 
whatever in the car, makes a gas mask almost an 
impossible plece of baggage for a driver. -Yet, 
no man in the American Ambulance Corps ever 
has-died from gas poison. 

Indeed, so wéil have these boys been trained, 
and so carefully have they been recruited from 
among cautious, intelligent men, that in all 
their three years of fighting, not one has been 
killed and not one ever deserted his car; ambu-

But 
the French are wise. They began keeping .Ger- 
man wounded in their field hospitals, knowing 
that the German spies would report it and that 
then the French wounded would be safe. So far

One who wouldn’t mind tak- 
ing the chance that he could “talk the Judge out 
of it,” or, at most, pay a nominal fine if caught, 
would think a long time before risking a three- 
years absence from all steering wheels whatso- 
ever. 
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TO DO AWAY WITH WAB. 

Every time a man or woman gifted with the 
power of expression insists that the chief object 
of the present world-war is to do away with war, 
we are a little nearer that desirable end, for 
ideas rule the world. 

History does not tell us that, in any previous 
war, either the fighters or the watchers were in- 
spired by such a sentiment. Basing his utter- 
ances on those of President Wilson, Viscount 
Grey, the British statesman, thus expresses the 
new idea: 

“If the millions of dear lives that have been 
given in this war are to be given not in vain; 
if there is to be any last compensation for the 
appalling suffering of the last three years, 
the defeat of the Prussian will and power will 
not in itself be enough. Out of that defeat 
must come something constructive, some mor- 
al change of international relations, The 
entry of the United States into the war, in the 
spirit and with the principles that have in- 
spired its actions, is invaluable. It is a sure 
and unconquerable guarantee that, in peace 
and after peace, these hopes will be Tealized.” 
The true pacifists now are not those who would 

conclude a dishonorable peace, out of which 
would inevitably evolve a more desperate, more 
hopeless war, but those who are determined, with 
President Wilson, that “this agony must not be 
gone through with again.” 

| All sorts and conditions of men have come to 
this conclusion. It is wonderfully well expressed 
in the final chapter of a book by a French author, 
Henri Barbusse, entitled “Under Fire; The Story 
of a Squad.” In it he depicts, in a most realistic

front, in the language of a poilus themselves. And 
he shows them, as a result of all this, gradually 
working to a determination that it must never 
come about again. After a day of horror, a few 
tired, wounded, mud-bedraggled soldiers discuss 
the reason of it all, as they have often done 
before: 

“If we've got to begin again some day,” says 
one, “all that’s been done is no good. It would 
be two or three years or more of wasted catas- 
trophe. Ah, my boy, if all we’ve gone through 
wasn’t the end of this great calamity! I val- 
ue my life; I’ve got my wife, my family, my 
home around them; I’ve got schemes for my 
life afterwards, mind you. Well, all the same, 
if this wasn’t the end of it, I'd rather die,” 

“I’m going to die.” The echo came at that 
moment from Paradis’ neighbor, who no doubt 
had examined his wound. “I°m sorry on ac- 
count of my children.” 

“It's on account of my children that I'm 
NOT sorry,” came a murmur from somewhere 
else. “I'm dying, so I know what Fm saying, 
and I say to myself, ‘THEY'LL have peace.’” 
And they all conclude that it is they, them- 
selves, who must see to it that war shall no more 
be glorified, no more made a matter of gain, or 
display, or even heroism. It is too dreadful, too 
suicidal. It must end.

HOOVER’S MESSAGE TO WHEAT GROWERS. 
Food Administrator Hoover appears to have 
set Oklahoma to thinking along a new line when 
he accepted the invitation of the State Council 
of Defense to send a personal statement by a rep- 
resentative to a meeting called by that body. Ok- 
lahoma was much disgusted with the price fixed 
for wheat, and it was reported from various sec- 
tions of that State that farmers were feeding 
wheat to stock. Then came Mr. Hoover's mes- 
sage. The farmers had expected he would defend 
the price, but here is what he said to them, 
through his personal representative, J. W. Short- 
hill: 
“This price is not satisfactory to anyone. Con- 
sumers would like for it to be lower, producers 
would like for it to be higher.” 
That was a considerable shock to the objectors. 
But another of his crisp messages was: 
“The price for this year’s wheat crop was set 
by a committee of 12, six of whom were actual 
farmers or directly representative of farmers’ in- 
terests.” 
Having cast these bombs into the ranks of the 
wheat producers, he remarked: “Congress gave 
the price-fixing commission power to set a price

on wheat, meal, flour, beans and potatoes. This 
|power should have been extended to other things 


also.” 

This was merely a hint of what would have 
happened had the Food Administrator been given 
full sway. Then he took up the other side and 
remarked: “The 1918 price is a minimum price. 
If peace comes and the wheat now tied up in In- 
dia, Russia and Australia {fs released, farmers 
might have to take a much lower price than $2, 
were it not for the guarantee by Congress. The 
minimum price makes wheat the most profitable 
crop farmers can raise.”

bag containing all the changes of 
clothes, where formerly she needed 
a Saratoga trunk. : Our costume suits 
the physician down to the ground.

In an ‘interview, when asked to be 
more specific, Dr. Noble said it was 
not the short skirts which were so 
objectionable to her, but the stock- 
ings girls wear to attract attention. 
And it isn’t to the open-necked. col- 
lar so much ac the transparent blouse 
and lace camisole that she objects. 

“Some persons offer the excuse, 
‘Are we not growing away from self- 
consciousness?

_. Ought to Be Elemental. 

“Take a pagan-tribe and let it be 
given a little civilization, and the 
first better instinct they will mani- 
fest will be modesty.

ARRACKS HANDLES 
39, B20 RECRUITS 
IN SIX MONTHS 


Division and a Half Have Passed |] 


Through Here Since War 
Began. 


NEW BUILDING PUT UP 


Accommodations Provided for a 
Full Regiment of Wounded 
in Hospitals. 


St. Louis, already recognized as 
playing a prominent part in the 
Government's war program, has still 


another distinction in that 39,825 
Ameriran soldiers now in active 
service in this country and abroad 
received their first impressions of 
military life at Jefferson Barracks 
since the declaration, six- months 
ago, that a state of war exists be- 
tween the United States and Ger- 


many. 


Thus through Jefferson Barracks 
have passed enough soldiers to form 
11 regiments of the new war strength 
of 3600 men each, or one and one- 
half divisions, the strength of a di- 
vision at present being 27,000 men. 

The barracks is one of the six most 
important training stations for re- 
cruits maintained by the War De- 
partment. 

Under the direction of Col. C. H. 
Murray, a veteran army officer re- 
called from retirement in the present 
emergency, vast extensions have 
been made in the barracks’ quar- 
ters to accommodate the rush of en- 
listed men, who have been passing 
through on their way to active serv- 
ice. Seventy wooden barracks, each 
built to accommodate a company; 
six new hospital buildings and a 


jury as he was about to leave for 
Camp Funston. Asking Col. Murray 
for instructions, the chairman was 
informed he would be cared for at 
Jefferson Barracks free of cost until 
he recovered and would then be sent 
to the national army camp. 

‘There is only one army now,” de- 
clared Col. Murray, in explanation of 
the incident. ‘It’s the American 
Army, and this man is as mucha sol- 
dier as those in France and is en- 


titled to the accommodations of 2 
military establishment such as this.

New Hospital Buildings. 

An ominous reminder of a role to 
be played by the barrack@# when our 
troops in France “go over the top” 
is seen in the new hospital build- 
ings. These new structures will care 
for nearly a full regiment of wound- 
ed when combined with the hospital 
originally in use at the post. Ac- 


' cording to Col. Murray, convalescent 


wounded soldiers will be sent here as 
soon as dispatched from France. 

Unlike the training camps, the re- 
cruits spend only from seven to eight 
days at the barracks. Sent there 
from recruiting stations in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley, about.125 men daily 
are examined. Upon arrival the ap- 
plicants are directed to a large wood- 
en building, erected only recently, 
where, after getting a bath, hair cut 
and shave, they are put through a 
rigid physical examination. 

Twenty surgeons are on duty daily 
examining the recruits. If found 
physically fit, the applicant is sworn 
in and vaccinated. The next stage 
of becoming a soldier finds the re- 
cruit in a large hall known as the 
measuring room. Here, after re- 
moving the shoe and sock from the 
right foot, he is measured for shoes 
and uniform. The proper size shoes 
and uniform are computed from’two 
measurements, the size of the right 
foot and the size of the waist. 

The men are supplied at once with 
two pairs of stout army shoes, a 
uniform, two changes of underwear 
and two pairs of socks. They are 
then lined up on the parade ground 
for inspection and a lecture by Col. 
Murray. 


Critical Time for Men. 


Col. Murray, who has seen 45 
years’ active service as a cavalry of- 
ficer, declares that the soldier is 
undergoing the most critical period 
of his career at this time. Unless 
the correct impression of military 
duties and obligations are conveyed 
to his mind, the man fails to become 
an efficient fighting man. For ‘this 
reason the Colonel points out the pit- 
falls ahead and urges the men to 
be obedient and éourteous. 

Each of the recruits is assigned to 
comfortable quarters in one of the 
barracks. An iron bed with a good 
mattress, three heavy blankets, pil- 
lows and mosquito netting, form his 
bunk. Attached to each barracks is 
& recreation hall, equipped, from a 
fund raised by recruits, with lounge 
chairs, phonographs and magazines. 

Excellent meals are served three 
times a day in the huge mess hall, 
which will accommodate 3000 men. 
The meals are prepared in a vast 
kitchen equipped with modern ovens, 


that resemble the machinery of a 
well-kept manufacturing plant. 

. The recruit is instructed in the 
rudiments of drill formations and 
personal sanitation during the morn- 
ing. The afternoon is a recreation 
period. For seven days this course is 
continued and the men are then dis- 
patched to the training camps to join 
various regiments. 

Concerts by the Jefferson Bar- 
racks band are given five times a 
week. A post exchange, resembling 
the general storo of village fame, sup- 
plies them with sandwiches, cigars. 
cigarettes and other refreshments. 


The exchange is operated by the 
Government and all profits are turned 
into the “mess fund” to -purchase 
delicacies, such as pie, for the men 


at meal time. Free moving pictures 
also add to the entertainment of the 
soldiers. 

Holds Courtmartials. 


Col. Murray is charged with the 
responsibility of holding and court- 
martialing drafted men charged 
with desertion. There are several of 
these men now in the guardhouse at 
the Barracks. Their trials will be 
held in the near future.

MAY ASK FEDERAL AID 


Carrying of Packages for Soldiers 
at Camps Expected to Be 
Big Problem. 


Although Christmas is more than 
two months distant, the St. Louis Car 
Commission of the Railroads’ War 


Board decided yesterday to inaug- 
urate at once a movement to pre- 
vent serious congestion in this and 
other important railroad cities, due 
to the heavy shipment of holiday 
express and parcel -post packages. 

For several days preceding last 
Christmas a number of the term- 
inals were so congested as to make 
it exceedingly difficult to handle 
freight trains and this year railroad 
officials look for a movement of hol- 
iday packages that will far. exceed 
the volume of last year’s traffic. 

Unless thers is co-operation from 
the shipping public, transportation 
organizations attached to the Rail- 
roads’ War Board fear a situation 
approaching demoralization, not only 
in St. Louis, but in other gateways. 
Railroad traffic generally continues 
to grow and the Government’s de- 
mands on the transportation facil- 
ities are constantly increasing, now 
that the cantonments and training 
camps throughout the country are 
crowded with young men represent- 
ing every branch of the army and 
navy service. Added to this are the 
growing necessities of the thousands 
of industries turn™g out war orders. 

Will Protect Coal Facilities. 

To keep the cars moving, the St. 
Louis commission believes that it is 
essential that a system be devised 
for handling the holiday business so 
that there will be as little interfer- 
ence as possible with the freight fa- 
cilities which are sorely needed now, 
and even more so in the winter, with 
the increased coal tonnage and trans- 


weather. 


While no definite plan has been 
worked out, it is proposed to encour- 
age the shipment of such packages as 
early as possible and have them 
stored at points of destination until 
a week or so before Christmas, when 
they can be handled systematically 
by the express companies and postal 
service. This could not be done with 
perishable articles, but it is hoped 
that all the nonperishable articles 
will be off the rails a week or 10 
days before Christmas. 

The railroads figure that the mil- 
lion or more men in the camps and 
cantonments will reteive gifts from 
home, and unless a system is worked 
out the senders will follow the usual 
custom of expressing or mailing their 
parcels only a few days before 
Christmas. Meanwhile, it is point- 
ed out, everybody else throughout 
the country will be doing the same 
thing and unless an education cam- 
paign for early shipping bears. re- 
sults, this rush of traffic, added to 
the other troubles of the carriers, 
will occasion endless confusion and 
perhaps paralysis in important traf- 
fic centers like St. Louis. 

May Appeal to Government. 

In the event that an early ship- 
ping movement is fully developed the 
railroad managers say they would 
have to get the Government’s co- 
operation as well, at least insofar as 
packages expressed or mailed to the 
soldiers are concerned,as it would 
be necessary to have storage facili- 


1 ties at each cantonment to care for 


the gifts until distributed. 

The express traffic of the country, 
according to recent reports, is as 
heavy now as it was during the 
Christmas rush of last year. This is 
due largely to the record-breaking 
freight traffic and the Cifficulty in 
getting cars. The Government is 
given preference in the filling of 
car orders and it often happens that 
a shipper will use the express facili- 
tiles and pay the higher rate, rather 
than walt for freight service. 

A considerable part of the supplies 
for the cantonments have been sent 
by express, particularly clothing, 
bedding, medical and food articles. 


GREEK FROM CHICAGO GUARDS 
DOOR OF PREMIER VENIZELOS 


One of Large Number of Country- 
men who Went Home From 

U. 8S. for Balkan War. 

Corre dence of the Associated Press, 

ATHENS, Sept. 6.—There, is a 
man with a withered arm standing 
on guard at the door of Premier 
Venizelos, head of the Greek Gov- 
ernment. As Venizelos {fs partial to- 
ward Cretans, it was thought this 
man was from Crete. But when in- 
quiry was made, he replied: 

“No, not from Crete, but from 
Chicago, 1” 

He explained that he was one of 
thé great number of Greeks who 
left America when the last Balkan 
war began. Of the 300,000 men 
Greece put in the field at the time, 
some 67,000 came from America, 
thus forming about one-fifth of the 
whole Greek army. 

“I went through all that Balkan 
fighting,” said the guard. “A large 
share of the men from America were 
killed, wounded or sick, but I 
escaped until the very last day, when 
a ball in the shoulder ended the use 
of this arm.” 

Most of the men from America 
who survived the Balkan wars, he 
said, remained in Greece, for they 
had earned enough money on the 
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. other side of the ocean to permit 


them to live here in comfort.

Mrs. Joseph Fels Says Struggle 
Should Yield More. Than 


Poetry and Song. 


Mrs. Joseph Fels of New York, a 
leader of the Single Tax movement, 
here to attend a conference on the 
high cost of living, under the aus- 
pices of the American Committee on 
the High Cost of Living, spoke yes- 
terday at the City Club on “The 
Practice of Freedom.”’ 

The inadequacy of the average in- 
come to provide the common neces- 
sities of life, she said, was the ob- 
vious condition which had to be 
faced. She said in part: 

“The war will have been fought in 
vain if new conceptions of freedom. 
are being born out of travail merely 
to be embalmed in poetry and or- 
atory. Are we to end where we be- 
gan, and perhaps with a great un- 
democratized national machine of fn- 
dustry on our hands? Those who 


have studied the British working 
-man for any long period know that 
he is a good political economist when 
'out of a job. 


The American,. less 
frequently out of work, thinks so 
little that he allows 


gulled by the idea that the slender 


'margin on which he maintains his 


existence is a wonderful standard 
of life with which the beneficent 
tariff-makers have endowed him. 


Economic Freedom Desirable. 

‘Have we accomplished our mis- 
sion in the world only when we have 
assisted to destroy the cruder forms 
of political oppression in Europe? 
In truth, that is only clearing the 
stones and stumps from the field. 
The fruits of freedom come only 
from the most assidious cultivation. 
In the theory of freedom, the Rus- 
sians have bounded to the stature of 
manhood.’ In the practice of free- 
dom, they are infants’barely able to 
stand alone. For the practice of 
freedom involves the reconstruction 
of their whole economic fabric, the 
establishment of a new relation be- 
tween man and land.

Sergt. Emply Takes Audience on 
Imaginary Trip Across ‘‘No 
Man’s Land.” 


USES SLANG OF TRENCHES 


Fashionable Hearers Carried Out 
of Regard for Niceties of 
Speech by His Story. 


imitation of machine gun fire, Sergt. 


Arthur Guy Empey took an audience 
of society women, in imagination, 

“over the top,’ across No Man’s 
Land and into the enemy trenches, 
which were represented by a row of 
chairs, in his 90-minute talk at the 
Wednesday Club Auditorium, Friday 
afternoon. 

The auditorium was not quite a 
no mans’ land, there being a man 
here and there among the women 
who nearly filled the hall. The oc- 


<asion was :the opening of the lec- | 


ture course ’of the American Uni- 
versity Society, which plans month- 
ly lectures for its members only, 
throughout the winter and spring, by 
persons of literary, artistic, political 
or military distinction. Mrs. Theo- 
dore Benoist, president of the local 


branch of the society, introduced the | 


speaker, an American Volunteer in 
the British army, widély known 
through his book, “Over the wer, yrs 
.* Story Compels - Interest. 
Empéy’ s lecture is worded “he te 
chatty. speech<of the British trench- 
es, ‘not unmixed with American 
slang. The first part of his recital, 
which was about his experiences in 
England, was amusing, but its tone 
seemed hardly suited to the nature 
of the audience. But when he got 
into his description of trench life 
and hand-to-hand fighting, the vital 
interest of the story carried the au- 
dience out of its regard for the little’ 
niceties of speech, and compelled an 
interest which soon grew inte-.en-: 
thusiasm. The speaker wielded a 
swagger stick throughout the recital. 
Describing the preliminaries of his 
first charge “over the top,” Empey 
told of the rum issue. This issue, 
he said, is made at 3 a. m. to the 
men in the trenches. Frequently. 
he said, its effect is to enable men 
who need sleep, but cannot sleep be- 
cause of pain and discomfort, to doze 
off in the momentary warmth which 
it gives, and to get a few hours of 
rest* 
“Except for taking my rum in the 
trenches,” Empey said, “I'm not a 
drinking man, and the liquor people 


_aren’t paying me to say this, but I 


believe rum does the men, under 
those circumstances, more good than 
grape juice would.” 

On the morning of which he told, 
the purpose of the rum was not to 
put the men to sleep. They were 
under orders to go over the top at) 
4a. m., 
paration which began at 2. The 
first effect of the rum, he felated, 
was to make the men impatient for 
the charge. They did not even see | 
why they should wait so long for 


unseemly crowding upon the scaling 
ladders—ladders of death, the men 
call them— which lead out of the 
trench. . 

He Tried to Turn Back 

Empéy. said he was number 2 ‘n 
order on the ladder, and that he 
tried to go back on the pretense: 
that he had -mislaid his gas mask. 
He was stopped by an officer who in- 
formed him that the same story had 
been told by many others in such 
circumstances, and sent him to his 
place on the ladder. 

“At 4 o’clock,”’ said Empey, “every 
gun behind you stops, and the whistle 
blast comes. The machine guns g0 
po-po-po-,” and the speaker began 
gestures, handclapping and whining 
in the tone of overhead shells, to 
give an idea of the postures of the 
men and the noises of the attack. He

‘Pickpockets Jostle Arthur Mit- 
| telberg and Escape With 
| His Money. 
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ONE CAUGHT IN CHASE 


Other Two Escape After One 
Grapples With Realty Man 
in Commercial Building. 


Arthur Mittelberg, 66 years old, a 
real estate dealer of Webster Groves, 
with offices in the International Life 
Building, was robbed of $5100 by 
one of three pickpockets who jostled 
him in an elevator in the Commer- 
cial Building, Sixth and Olive street, 
at 11:30 a. m. yesterday. 

When he discovered his loss Mit- 
telberg descended in the elevator 
and grappled with two of the men in 


first floor lobby of the building. One 
escaped and the other, captured aft- 


'er a chase, had no money. 


Mittelberg had drawn 51 $100 bills 
from the American Trust Co., Broad- 
way and Olive street, for a client. 
He went direct to the Commercial 
Building and entered an elevator. He 
noticed that three men followed him 
closely and jostied him and one held 
an overcoat in front of his face. 

The three men left the elevator at 
the fifth floor. At the sixth floor 
Mittelberg felt in his pocket and 
missed the money. He told the ele- 
vator conductor, who ran the car 
down to the first floor. 


Two of the men who had jostled 
Mittelberg had gone down a stair- 
case back of the elevator shaft and 
they reached the lobby as’ Mittel- 
berger left the elevator. He grappled 
with them and accused them of rab- 
bing him. Other persons aided him 
in his attempt to detain the men. 

They struggled toward the Sixth 
street entrance of the building. One 
of the men ran north on Sixth street 
and escaped. The other pulled away 
from Mittelberg and was stopped at 
Sixth and Pine streets by Harry 
Brinkop, a real estate dealer, at 619 
Chestnut street. He was turned over 
to a policeman. 

The prisoner said he was Rober: 
Warner of Rockford, Ill., but from 
Bertillion records he was identified 
as Harry Mitchell, a pickpocket 
known to the police of many ctties. 
‘He has been arrested in St. Louis 
three times and has served three 
terms in a Chicago reformatory. 

Mitchell always works with one or 
more pickpockets. When a theft is 
committed he attracts the attention 
of a crowd by running away. While 
he is being pursued the thief with the 
money escapes.

~ Government in Reorganiz- 
ing the Army.

é ‘ATHENS, Sept. -25.—A French 
military mission is about to arrive 
to co-operate with the Venizelos Gov- 
ernment in a complete reorganization 
of the army, which for the last three 


years has been divided against itself, 
sometimes operating on one side of 
the European conflict, sometimes 
with the other side, and sometimes 
with both sides at the same time. 

This strange contradiction in the 
functions of the army has been due 
to the divided state of civil rule, with 
a Constantine Government at Athens 
and a Venizelos Government at Salo- 
niki, one favorable to the central 
Powers and the other fighting with 
the allied forces on the Saloniki 
front. Now that both Governments 
are united under Venizelos, one of 
the first moves is to try and heal 
this division in the army, and to or- 
ganize a whited, well-disciplined 
fighting force of about 300,000 men. 

The Government has taken the 
first step in the new organization by 
calling out the classes of 1916 and 
1917. These are the young men, and 
the two classes will give about 60,000 
fighting men. The general mobiliza- 
tion will come later, yielding upward 
of 200,000, which with the seasoned 
Venizelos troops, which fought at 
Saloniki, and the young divisions 
now being formed, will carry the 
total wéll above 300,000 men. 

There is no desire to hurry this 
movement, for the Government is 
moving with caution, so that the 
old list element of the army 
may not have the opportunity of 
arousing a popular agitation against 
thob on. This royalist element 
continues to exercise much: influ- 
énce in the inner circles of the army. 
But the Government is weeding it 
out, relieving and retiring all offi- 
Gers not in sympathy with the new 
regime and adopting drastic meas? 
Ures against those who’ carry on a 
gecret campaign inside the army. 
One measures just presented to Par- 
YWament by the Minister of Justice 
authorizes the transportation to dis- 
tant parts of the country of those sus- 
pected of agitating against the Gov- 
amen 

The French military mission will 
be headed by Gen. Bracquet with 
@ personnel of some 80 officers of 
all branches. It will be the second 
time in recent years that the French 
have organized the Greek army. The 
effectiveness of the Greek army in 
the Turkish and Balkan wars was 
due entirely to the organization car- 
ried out by Gen. Eydoux, a French 
General of Brigade, who molded 
the crude elements into a fighting 
force which secured for Greece the 
Dest part of the territory taken from 
Turkey.

The price paid for 75 per cent of the 
preferred and comon stock was 
equivalent to $7,005,900, United 
States gold. The new holding com- 
pany will have as a base of opera- 
tions about 350 ships and several! 
shipyards. 


The Mihanovich line was the own- | 


er of the steamship Presidente Mitre, 
the capture of which nearly em- 
broiled Argentina and Great Britain 
in international difficulties two years 
ago, the problem being solved by the 
return of the vessel to Buenos Aires 
by its English capturers. 

The,founding of Mihanovich line 
was one of the most dramatic stories 
of the many men who came to Ar- 
egntina poor and madé a fortune. 
Fifty-three years ago, Nicholas Mi 
hanovich, a poor Austrian sailor. 
landed in Buenos Aires pennilcss. 
After making his way to Paraguay 
and working there awhile, he re- 
turned to Buenos Aires homesick to 
await a chance of working his way 
home. For some time, he rowed a 
small boat out to incoming vessels 
and ferried the passengers ashore.

JIwo Classes in the Singing, 
| With Those Who Are Off 
' Key and Those Who Do 
Y Not Remember the Words 
| of the Song Predominating 


WASHINGTON, Oct 6.—In_ the 
guidst of a day’s thrilling debate on 
alleged disloyalty of Senator La Fol- 
lette of Wisconsin, the extra- 
ordinary session of the $20,000,- 
900,000 Congress, which began 
April 2, and generally regarded as 
the most momentous in American 
history, was‘adjourned sine die at 3 
p.m. today. Vehement criticism of 
the Wisconsin Senator and his own 
defense, occupying virtually the en- 
tire day, marked the close of the 
war session. President Wilson was 
at the Capitol. 

The usual eleventh hour grist of 
legislation was put through follow- 
ing six months of important war 
action, and tonight most of the 
members who had remained for the 
final day were en route home to 
await the call of the next session, 
Dec. 3. 

With galleries crowded to their 
capacity, the Senate chamber was 
the scene of five hours’ stirring dis- 
cussion of Senator La Follette’s at- 
titude, but in the House there was 
little to mark the occasion except 
submiission of a committee report 
miidiy censuring Representative 
Heflin of Alabama for criticising fel- 
low members in connection with 
Count von Bernstorff'’s request to 
Berlin to furnish funds to influence 
Congress. 

Last-Moment Legislation. 

During interruption of the day’s 
debate Congress found time to dis- 
pose of a few last-moment matters, 
with President Wilson in attendance 
during the first hour in his room 
near the Senate chamber, signing 
bills. Secretaries Lansing and Red- 
field and Postmaster-General Burle- 
son accompanied the President, into 
whose room floated murmurs of the 
la Follette criticism from the Sen- 
ate floor. 

Among the last acts of Congress 
were confirmation in open session of 
many nomimations hastily sent in by 
the President, including those of Ma- 
jor-Generals Pershing and Bliss to 
be Generals. A score of mihor bills 
‘were also passed by both houses, 
rushed through engrossing and to 
the President's pen. 

The usual adjournment 
weré re-enacted, with addresses by 
Vice President Marshall and Speaker 
Clark and resolution of courtesy to 
the presiding officers, who both 
urged the members to speak at home 
for the new Liberty loan. In his 
address, Vice President Marshall. 
who departed tonight for _Phoenix, 
Ariz., said: 

“I think it is my duty, whenever 
I may be called on to speak, to voice 
my Belief in the justness and neces- 
sity of this war.”

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WORK OF CONGRESS 1S HIGHLY 


PRAISED BY THE PRESIDENT 


Declares It Has Left No Doubt as to 
Spirit and Determination of 
the Country. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—President 
| Wilson today highly praised the work 
of Congress and calied attention to 
some of its achievements. 

“The Sixty-fifth Congress. now ad- 
fourning,” he said in a statement, “‘de- 
serves the gratitude and appreciation 
of a people whose will and purpose 
I believe it has faithfully expressed. 
One cannot examine the records of 
its action without being impressed 
by its completeness, its courage and 
its full comprehension of a great 
task. 

“The needs of the army and navy 
have been met in a way that arouses 
the effectiveness of American arms, 
and the war-making branches of the 
Government have been abundantly 
equipped with the powers that were 
necessary to make the action of the 
nation effective. 

“I believe that it has also in equal 
degree, and, as far as possible in the 
face of war, safeguarded the rights 
ofthe people and kept in mind the 
consideration of social justice so of- 
ten obscured in the hasty readjust- 
ments of such a crisis. 

“It seems to me that the work of 
this remarkable session has not only 
been done thoroughly, but that it 
has also been done with the utmost 
dispatch possible in the circum- 
stances or consistent with a full con- 
sideration of the exceedingly crit- 
ical matters dealt with. Best of all, 
it has left no doubt as to the spirit 
and determination of the country, 
but has affirmed them as loyally and 
as emphatically as our fine soldiers 
will affirm them on the firing line.”

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FRISCO ROAD WILL 
REFUND $1,070,000 


Settlement Ends Suit Over Mis- 
souri Freight and Passenger 
Rate Law. 


LITIGATION BEGUN IN 1905 


Action Out of Court Expected to 
Influence Other Roads Which 
Have Been Sued. 


A compromise has been effected 
between the Frisco Railroad and the 
claimants for excess passenger and 
freight charges paid between 1905 


(adn 1913, while the 2-cent passen- 


ger fare and maximum freight rate 
laws were in suspension because of 
injunctions issued by the Federal 
court. The Frisco has consented to 
pay claims amounting to $1,075,000 
and the claimants to waive accrued 
interest and a small proportion of 
the principal. 

As a consequence of this agree- 
ment Thomas T. Fauntleroy, specia! 
master in the Frisco case, has dis- 
missed the stiits which were pending 
for the collection of these claims. 
Attorneys for the claimants said yes- 
terday they believed the decision of 


‘the Frisco to settle out of court 


would lead to similar action by other 
railroads against which similar suits 
are pending. 

The total overcharges made by 
these railroads, according to a state- 
-ment of_the Attorney General in 
1914, will approximate $10,000,000 
to $20,000,000. 

About 600 claimants, of whom 1235 
are in St. Louis, will benefit by the 
Frisco refund. The individual 
claims range from $50 to $111,000. 

Settlement Arranged. 

The settlement was arranged with 
the reorganization managers of the 
Frisco in New York by a commit- 
tee representing all the claimants, 
and was consummated Thursday 
mroning when the refund, consist- 
ing of cash and stocks and bonds 
in the St. Louis and San Francisco 
Railroad (reorganized Frisco sys- 
tem), of par value, was turned over 
to this committee in the office of 
W. F. Evans, general solicitor of tho 
railroad. 

The refund of this money marks 
the beginning of the end of one of 
the hardest fights on railroad rates 
waged in the United States, accord- 
ing to one of the attorneys for the 
claimants, 
the railroads employed every techni- 
cality of the law to maintain their 
contention that the rates as pre- 
scribed by the Legislature were con- 
fiscatory. 

Litigation was started in 1905, 
when the Legislature passed the 
maximum freight and passenger 
rate acts, providing a schedule of 
maximum (freight and passenger 
charges. The railroads at once 
brought an injunction suit to re- 
strain the Attorney-General, the 
Railroad and Warehofse Commis- 
sioner and the shippers from en- 
forcing the statutory basis fixed in 
the law and obtained an injunction 
in the United States Circuit Court 
at Kansas City. 

State Is Sustained. 

From that time the litigation 
dragged through the courts and 
wound its way to the United States 
Supreme Court, which, in 1913, sus- 
tained the contention of the State 
and the shippers, holding that the 
statutory rates were not consfisca- 
tory. 

Then the question arose as to how 
the charges in excess of the rates 
fixed by the Legislature, made from 
1905 to 1913 by the railroads, on the 
basis of their old rate, should be 
disposed of. The railroads contend- 
ed the money belonged to them, as 
they operated during this period 
under the protection of the Federal 
Court injunction granted at Kansas 
City, but attorneys for the claimants, 
assisted by Lee B. Ewing of Nevada, 
Mo., who represented a claim for 
the State, took a negative view and 
contested the contention of the rail- 
roads. This litigation also waxed 
warm until four months ago, when 
negotiations were begun by _ the 
Frisco with the committee repre- 
senting the shippers. 

Other Roads Involved. 

The other railroads, against which 
similar suits are pending, involv- 
ing these rates, are the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy; Atchison, To- 
peka & Santa Fe;. Kansas City 
Southern and Chicago & Alton, at 
Kansas City; the Missouri Pacific, 
Iron Mountain, Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas and Wabash at St. Louis, and 
against the Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific at Chicago. 

Some of these roads have been in 
the hands of receivers, and one of 
their’ contentions is that they are 
not liable for acts of management 
before they took charge. This was 
a contention of the Frisco, and since 
the latter company has given up the 
ficht, attorneys for the claimants 
believe the others will make settle- 
ments. 

The attorneys who represented the 
claimants are Clifford B. Allen, 
Thomas L. Phillips, Joseph T. Davis 
and Campbell Cummings. The rai 
road was represented by E. T. Miller 
and C. F. Evans.

NEGROES’ CASE IS 
IN JURY'S HANDS: 
WHITES ARE NEAT 


East Side Race Riot Trials Will 
Enter on New Phase 
This Week. 


VERDICT TODAY POSSIBLE 


Prosecutor Appeals to Belleville 
Jury to Vindicate Honor 
of Illinois. 


The case of the 13 East St. Louls 
negroes charged with the murder of 
Detective-Sergeant Coppedge on the 
night of July 1 went to the jury in 
the Belleville Circuit Court at 11:25 
last night. Judge Crow went home 
after delivering his charge to the 
jury, and said he would be ready to 
receive a verdict at any time today 
when the jury might reach an agree- 
ment. 

The trials of the white men _  in- 
dicted for the East St. Louis riot of 
July 2, in which more than 40 ne- 
groes wére slaughtered, will begin 
this week.. Witnesses against Leroy 
Davis, a switchman, charged with 
rioting and conspiraty, have been 
summoned to appear tomorrow. 
Judge Crow.will hear these cases, 
and visiting Judges will hear the 
other cases on Judge Crow’s regular 
docket. More than 100 white men 
are under indictment, and several 
white women who were arrested, and 
who turned State’s evidence, will be 
among the witnesses against them. 

Assistant Attorney-General Mid- 
dlekauf, in his final argument for 
the prosecution, decraled that the 
condition of anarchy in East S8t. 
Louis had disgraced the State of 
Illinois, and that the jury must pro- 
claim to the world whetther anarchy 
or law enforcement is to prevail in 
St. Clar County. 

Instructions of the Court. 

The Court, in instructing the jury, 
said that if conspiracy were proven, 
it was not cessary to prove that any 
of the defendants individually fired 
the shot that killed Coppedge. It 
was sufficient, se said, to show that 
the defendants aided or advised in a 
consupirary whch led to the gather- 
ing at Tenth street and Bond avenue, 
from which the shots were fired. 

Even if there was no specific idea 
orointent of committing homicide, 
the Judge said, the defendants were 
guilty of murder if they agreed and 
conspired to cause a riot and tu- 
mult, and in such a case the act of 
one was the act of all. On the other 
hand, if a conspiracy were not proy- 
en, then the mere fact of an unlaw- 
ful or disorderly act would not make 
an individual guilty or murder. The 
presumption of innocence, which ex- 
ists until guilt is proven, was clear- 
ly set forth. 

The lawyers for the defense said 
they considered the instructions fa- 
vorable to the accused men. 

It appeared likely last night, both 
from the testimony and from the 
arguments, that the jury would 
have to make considerable distinc- 
tion in its treatment of the differ- 
ent defendants. The prosecution cen- 
tered its attack on four men, Othan- 
iel Peoples, Marshall Alexander, 
George Roberts and Dee Smother- 
man, whom it charges with having 
been the leaders of the band of 
negroes which, it charges, planned 
violence against white people and 
fired on a police automobile, killing 
two city detectives. 

Strong Case Against Bundy. 

On the other hand, there has been 
little individual evidence against 
some of the others, Guy Moore and 
Tom Tackett in particular, and it 
was believed that these two stood the 
best chance of acquittal or leniency 
from the jury. 

There has been much comment on 
the fact that the prosecution made 
a stronger case against Leroy N. 
Bundy, negro dentist and politician, 
than it made against any of the ne- 
groes on trial. Bundy has been un- 
der arrest in Cleveland since Aug. 
13, but the prosecuting authorities 
have not succeeded m bringing him 
back for trial. Negro organizations 
wielding political influence have 
been at work in his behalf, to pre- 
vent the granting of the request 
made by the State of Illinois on the 
Governor of Ohio for requisition pa- 
| pers. Recently the matter is said 
ito have been delayed by the absence 
of the Ohio Governor on his honey- 
moon journey. 

Another man against whom dam- 
aging testimony was given, who has 
not been brought to trial, is James 
Bayles, negro saloon proprietor. A 
capias for his arrest has been issued. 
but he has not been found. 

Armed Gathering Described. 

Testimony was given that rifles 
and shotguns were stored in Bun- 
dy’s home and in Bayles’ saloon, and 
that Bundy’s red automobile and 
Bayles’ black car were driven 
around the neighborhood on July 1. 
The attorneys for the prosecution 
harged, in their speeches, that these 
cars were used by their owners in 
distributing the stored-up weapons, 
in furtherance of, a conspiracy for 
violence against white people. 

James Farmer, special prosecutor, 
and State’s Attorney Schaumleffel, 
in their talks for the prosecution, rid- 
iculed the testimony for the defense. 
which consisted wholly of individual 
alibis for all the defendants. They 
called attention to the fact that the

U.S. SHIFT 


TO A WAR 


BASIS UNPRECEDENTED 


In 6 Months Industries 


Have Been Mobilized 


and 1,000,000 Citizens Made 
Soldiers. 


———— 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—The 
transition in America from conditions 
of peace to those#of war, from the 
standpoint of rapidity and thorough- 
ness, is without precedence in the 
history of democracies, says a state- 
ment issued tonight by the Commit- 
tee on Public Information, detailing 
the nation’s achievements since the 
declaration of war six months ago. 

“American industry and the people 
of the entire nation,” the statement 
says, “answered sieedily and effi- 
ciently the call to arms. Six months 
from the day war was declared finds 
the United States mobilized for the 
supreme task ahead.”’ 

Congress, the committee’s resume 
says, has enacted more important 
legislation during the session ending 
today than in any preceding session 
in history. 

Referring to the War Department, 
the committee notes that without ac- 
cident or disaster, a large expedition- 
ary force has been sent to France, 
More than a million drafted men and 
national guardsmen are under train- 
ing, and the army has 80,000 trained 
officers, instead of 20,000, six months 
ago. 

“The general ’ staff,” says. the 
statement, “is modernizing the entire 
army, unit by unit, in addition to 
fitting out the Pershing expedition 
along entirely new lines. 

Liberty Motor Stands All Tests. 

“Development of the Liberty mo- 
tor, which has withstood every avia- 
tion engine test, is one of the major 
achievements of the War Depart- 
ment and the Aircraft Production 
Board. This was followed by the 
designing of a standard military 
truck.” 

Referring to the navy, the state- 
ment says there are more than three 
times as many men and nearly three 
times as many vessels in service as 
when war was declared. 

“Hundreds of vessels,” the state- 
ment continues, ‘“‘of various types, 
yachts and fast motor boats have 
been taken over and transformed 
into patrol boats, submarine chasers, 
mine sweepers and the various types 
needed for anti-submarine warfare, 
coast defense and other purposes. 

“The Atlantic fleet comprises twice 
as thany vessels as in peacs times. 
Every battleship and cruiser that war 
in reserve has been fully manned and 
commissioned. Every warship is 


now a training school for the in- 
struction of men in gunnery and en- 
gineering, and notable results have 
been achieved, especially in practice 
with guns of the smaller calibers 
used in fighting submarines. 

“The largest ship construction pro- 
gram in history is being carried out 
by the navy, comprising hundreds of 
vessels of various types, from super- 
dreadnoughts to submarine chasers. 
Months ago contracts were jet for 
every destroyer the Americar yards 
could build and a considerable exten- 
sion of shipbuilding facilities has 
been arranged to build a larye addi- 
tional number. New records in con- 
struction are being made. 

Navy Yards Enlarged. . 

“Navy yards have been enlarged, 
immense foundries, machine shops 
and warehouses erected. Work is be- 
ing pushed on drydocks, shipways 
and piers, A big projectile plant is 
being erected at Charleston, W. Va., 
and a $1,000,000 aircraft factory at 
Philadelphia.” 

The Shipping Board has under con- 
struction and contemplation a total 
tonnage of nearly 11,000,000 dead- 
weight capacity, requiring a _ tota! 
authorization of about $1,799,000,000. 

The Treasury Department will 
have disposed of more than $15,000,- 
000,000 of Government securities 
within a few months when the sec- 
ond Liberty Loan campaign is com- 
pleted. 

Each department has contributed 
efficiently to the war program in nu- 
merous ways, says tthe statement. 

The Agricultural Department and 
Food Administration haye done ef- 
fective work to iner the féod 
supply, and the Fuel Administration 
to encourage proper production and 
distribution. 

One of the accomplishments of the 
Council of National Defense and its 
Advisory Committee pointed to, is the 
mobilization of 262,000 miles of rail- 
roads and of wire communication, 


andthe systematic scheme cf pur- 


chasing, which the statement says, 
has resulted in greateconomies. The 
Evports Administration is now en- 
gaged in conserving the food supply 
of this country and regulating its ex- 
port so that the products of America 
will not reach her enemies. The ex- 
pansion of the Red Cross also is not-

|markable achievements.

It was stated that after turn- 
ing the German legation over to the 
Spanish Minister, Dr. Perl would 
proceed to Chile. 


The decision reached last night by | * 


the Peruvian Congress to sever dip- 
lomatic relations between Peru and 
Germany came after a sensational 
debate. The vote was 105 to 6. 


The Peruvian Government on Sept. 
26 instructed its Minister at Berlin 
to present to the German Govern- 
ment a demand that satisfaction be 
given within eight days for the sink- 
ing of the Peruvian bark Lorton. It 
was added that if the demand was 
not met diplomatic relations would 
be broken. 

The Lorton was sunk inside Span- 
ish territorial waters last February 
by a German submarine. Decldring 
that the sinking was unjustifiable, 
Peru insisted that Germany should 
pay an indemnity. The German Gov- 
ernment offered to submit the case 
to a prize court. 

A dispatch from Lima on Oct, 4 
said the Peruvian Government had 
discovered that A. von der Heyde, 
the Minister to Germany, had not 
delivered to the German Foreign Of- 
fice the ultimatum demanding satis- 
faction within eight days for the 
sinking of the Lorton. The Minister 
was reprimanded by his Governemnt 
and was ordered to make the pres-, 
entation immediately.

BERLIN, via London, Oct. 6.—The 
report from general headquarters to- 
night reads: 

“On the western 
}weather prevmiled and there was 
nothing of inzportance. In the east 
local engagements occurred near the 
Sereth.”’ | 

The statement issued in the after- 
noon .said: 

“In the fighting district of the 
Flanders front a destructive artillery 
fire, which was powerful throughout 
the day increased in the evening to 
waves of drumfire, between Poel- 
capelle and Gheluvelt. There was 
no English infantry attack of im- 
portance and advancing reconnoiter- 
ing detachments were repulsed. 

“Nortbeast of Soissons artillery ac- 
tivity increased ik intensity and 
method.

U. S. DESTROYER BOMBS — 


U-BOAT AND 


OIL APPEARS 


Report of Engagement Indicates Victory With- 
out Declaring Submarine Was Sunk 


a 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—In mak- 
ing public today an account of ac- 
tion between an American destroyer 
in European waters and a German 
submarine, the Navy Department 
avoided any claim that the U-boat 
had been destroyed, although al! in- 
dications pointed to that result. The 
report on which the department's 
statement was founded was made by 
Vice Admiral Sims, in command of 
American destroyers in the war zono, 
indicating his belief that a victory 
had been scored, but Admiral Ben- 
son, chief of naval ®perations, point- 
ed out that the experience of Great 
Britain and France in similar cases 
made it unwise to place too much 
confidence in circumstantial evidence. 

The report showed the efficiency 
and skill of the destroyer crew and 
drew a graphic picture of the pursuit 
of the submarine with shell fire ang 
depth bombs. Admiral Benson said 
that in this.and@ other incidents. 
whici. will be made public when 
military reasons permit, there is ev- 
ery reason to believe that the under- 
water craft was destroyed. He add- 
ed, however, that the department 
would not make claims which could 
not be sustained beyond doubt. 


Oil Used to End Pursuit. 


The allied Powers have found by 
experience that the German subma- 
rine commanders attempt to create 
the impression on the surface that 
their craft have been destroyed and 
thus terminate the pursuit. There 
have been cases where destroyers 
have dropped depth bombs and. oil 
has com eup, indicating a hit. The ar- 
sumption is that thé oil was released 
to divert attention whiie the U-boat 
crept away. 

There are other cases where sub- 
marines have dropped to the bottom 
in shallow water and rested there for 
a day or two, waiting for her micro- 


phones to show that no destroyer: 
lurked in trat vicinty before she 


—_ 


came up. Admiral Benson made it 
clear that no Government has defi- 
nite knowledge of the number of 
German submarines or the rate of 
construction. Conclusions are arrived 
at from various factors and estimates 
based on these, he said, but there is 
nothing to indicate clearly what Ger- 
many is doing to increase her unde:- 
sea fleet. Reports to all admiralties, 
however, agree that Germany has 
larger U-boats than those now in use, 
either already afloat ofr coming for- 
ward. He gave no figures of the size 
indicated. 

The Navy Department statement 
follows: 


“The Secretary of the Navy au- 
thorizes the publication of this ac-. 
count of an engagement between an 
American destroyer and an enemy 
submarine: 

“This is one of a number of en- 
counters of a more or less similar 
nature, the details of which have 
been made public in this manner as 
soon as possible, 

“A feature of interest attaches to 
this engagement because it was the 
occasion of a letter of appreciation 
from the British Admiralty which 
expressed admiration for the effic- 
jent and seamanship-like conduct of 
the officers and crew of the Amer- 
ica.. destroyer.) 

“For military reasons the name of 
the destroyer and the date and the 
location of the action are withheld. 

U-Boat Throws Water Into Air. 

“The following account of the en- 
gagement was prepared from the 
complete report received by the 
Navy Department: 

‘The American destroyer first 
sighted the submarine in the ¢arly 
morning of a clear day. The sea was 
entirely calm, with hardly a ripple 
of foam. The submarine was run- 
ning submerged with only her per 
iscope showing. A large number of 
merchant ships were in sight. The 
U-boat was less than a mile off the 
port beam of the destroyer and fol-

Government. Cuts 
Insurance on American 
Steamers 25 Per Cent 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6. 
HE effectiveness of meth- 
ods employed in fighting 
submarines resulted to- 
day in acess of approxi- 
mately 25 per cent in the pre- 
miums charged by the Govern- 
ment's War Risk Insurance Bu- 
reau on all American steamers 
traversing the war zone. 

The reduction, as announced 
by the Treasury Department, is 
from 6% per cent to 5 per cent 
of the value. 

“This reduction,” the an- 
nouncement says, “is made -be- 
cause of the corresponding de- 
crease in the risks.’’ 

Announcement of the reduc- 
tion was made in this cryptic 
statement by the Treasury De- 
partment: 

“The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury today announced that the 
Bureau of War Risk Insurance 
has reduced its rates on all 
American steamers and cargoes 
traversing the war zone from 
6% per cent to 5 per cent. 

“This reduction is made be- 
cause of the corresponding de- 
crease in the risks.’’ 

Determination of the war risk 
premium is based upon many 
factors, but primarily on the 
number of vessels traversing 
the war zone and the number 
of sinkings. The effectiveness 
of methods used in combatting 
submarines also enters largely 
into consideration.

“As the destroyer dashed across 
the line of bubbles a depth charge 
was dropped and a column of clear 
water shot 30 feet into the air.

As she neared the end of the line 
of bubbles the fourth depth charge 
was let go and there followed a 
widespread boiling of the surface of 
the sea, large bubbles and at last 
a heavy film of oil. 

“The destroyer spent some time 
looking for further traces of the U- 
boat, but none was found. She then 
proceeded on her course, The en- 
gagement lasted 22 minutes.”

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HONOR CONVICTS BUILD 
OLD TRAILS ROAD LINK: 


Camp Established at Mineola Proving Value of 
System Devised to Rehabilitate 
Prison Inmates. 


MONTGOMERY, Mo., Oct. 5.—The 
Mineola hills in Montgomery County 
long regarded as a barrier to trans- 
continental traffic over the National 
Old Trails road in Missouri, will be 
but a memory when 30 convicts, the 
first honor road builders from the 
State prison, complete the work com- 
menced. this week at Mineola. En- 
gineer W. E. Barnes of the State 
Highway Department is in charge of 
construction and the camp is under 
the direct supervision of J. P. John- 
son, representing the State Prison 
Board. 

The men in this camp have sen- 
tences of from several months to 10 
years yet to serve. They will be 
given a credit of 10 days for each 
month of faithful work on the roads. 
It was through the efforts of A. C. 
McKibbin, secretary of the State 
Highway Board, that this camp was 


the men are clothed as free laborers. 
Mr. McKibbin submitted to Gov. 
Gardner and the State Prison Board 
a brief saying that the honor system 
in working prisoners on roads has 
been successful in every State in 
which it has been adopted. 

Camp Under Military Discipline. 

The work about the Mineola camp 
moves with the order and precision 
of a military organization. A bugler 
sounds réveille, mess calls and taps, 
and one of the’men has been de- 
tailed as color sergeant to hoist and 
lower a flag, which was raised 
ceremoniously when the camp was 
established. 

The dining tent is 18x42 feet, and 

is provided with tables and benches. 
It is scrubbed throughout after each 
meal, and is kept clean and inviting 
at all times. 
The food sunnly is wholesome and 
plentiful, and is prepared by two of 
the best cooks from the prison force. 
Two large ranges are installed in the 
cookhouse, and a refrigerator holding 
400 pounds of ice keeps the meats 
and other supplies in good condition. 
This is the menu for one day: 


Break fast—Prunes, bacon

Landsberg Tells Reichstag Insti- 
tution Aims to Purchase Papers - 
to Influence Public. 


AMSTERDAM, Oct: 6.-—— The 
Reichstag, according to Berlin dis- 
patches, today discussed the Social- 


ist mterpellation concerning Admiral 
von Tirpitz and the new German 
Fatherland party. The 
Herr Landsberg, declared the new 
party was a pan-German institution, 
its particular object being to obtain 
support for its leaders by means of 
war profits and the purchase of 
newspapers to influence public opin- 
ion. and set forth’ Germany’s war 
aims which would give them in- 
creased dividends. The Socialists, 
on the contrary, declared Herr 
Landsbérg demanded that the free- 
dom of the nation should be pro- 
moted because democracy was its 
greatest strength. Referring to the 
agitation in behalf of the new par- 
ty’s propaganda against the Reichs- 
tag peace resolution, Herr Lands- 
berg said: .

~ REDUCES EBC LOSES 


*Big Percentage of $000,000,000 
Crop Now Wasted Could Be 
Saved, Says Federal Bulletin. 


The office of information, United 
States Department of Agriculture, in 


@ bulletin on community marketing 
of eggs, says it reduces losses. 
If farmers would realize that the 


crop is equal to the average value of 
its annual wheat crop—approximate- 
ly $600,000,000—and that rearly 8 
per cent of the eggs marketed are 
lost through spoilage or breakage, 
the industry undoubtedly would be 
put on a more’ businesslike basis, 
says the bulletin. Improper handling 
between the farm and the market, 
the bulletin declares, is responsible 
for a large part of the loss. This 
toss, it is suggested, could be greatly 
decreased if farmers would co-op- 
erate more generally and market 
their eggs through community egg 
circles. : 

These organizations take care of 
the frequent collection and the prop- 
er packing and marketing of the 
eggs of members, attend to account- 
ing and making collections, establish 
etandards, encourage the raising of 
better breeds of poultry, the use of 
improved methods, and thb produc- 
tion of infertile eggs. 

The bulletin tells farmers how to 
£0 about the formation of a com- 
munity egg circle and prints a 
suggested constitution and by-laws 
for such an organization. Copies of 
the bulletin may be had free, as long 
as the supply lasts, by application 
to the United States Department of 
Agriculture.

WILL PROIBIT 
BLINDING LIGHTS 


Measure Requires That Glass in 
Headlights Must Be of Nature 
to Dim and Diffuse Bril- 
liant, Light Rays. 


St. Louls motorists are gradually 
beginning to realize that motoring at 
night may be a pleasure instead of a 
danger. The State has a headlight 
ordinance, effective Jan.® $1, which 
many motorists are trying to obey 
now. | 

What the law requests is perfectly | 
plain. Those who were instrumental 
in drawing this law réalized quite 
fully those things that were necessary 
to safequard night driving. St. Louis 
has a light expert in Charles M. Ta}l- 
bert, Director of Streets and Sewers, 
who has done much to improve mo- 
toring conditions at night. He has 
spent his own money to. carry 
through plang that would benefit the 
motoring public. 

Mr. Talbert’s plan necessitates a 
test, after which a sticker of approv- | 
al is pasted on the lens. In order to 
secure this, the motorist must take 
his car to the city hall and there, aft- 
er being questioned in reference to 
the candle power, etc., of hig lamps, 
he subnifts them for test. The device 
which ts the work of Mr. Talbert is 
ingenious. By throwing the light 
from the headlight through a slotted 
aperture, the one in charge can 
quickly determine whether or not its 
strength is such that will forbid its 
use on highways. | 

The law says that white lights 
shall be used and the rays from such 
a lamp shall not rise above 42 inches 
from the ground: There are lenses 
and devices that‘ fully comply with 
these requirements. With the light 
agitation going on in many states, 
many devices have been foisted upon 
the public which do not comply with 
the law. <A demonstration of the 
lens you are considering will quickly 
relieve your mind as to its worthi- 
ness. If it shows a white light and 
the rays do not rise above the 42- 
inch line they will be in accordance 
with the law. 

Municipalities everywhere usually 
reserve the right to equip’ their fire 
department, emergency,, patrol and 
Pmbulance vehicles with red and 
green lights. If the law did not 
specify white lights, it would only be 
a matter before the autoist would 
be solicited to purchase lights of 
every conceivable color, thereby 
hampering the efficiency of those 
city departments which, of a neces- 
sity, must propel their conveyances 
»at a dangerous speed. 

St. Louis can be the advance guard 
in this light agitation if those who 
drive motor cars will realize that 
soon the authorities will reach out 
and arrest those who do not comply 
with the law. A time limit has been 
given in which to equip every motor 
car properly. Soon there will be a 
police crusade on in every city in 
Missouri, which will check those who 
have not complied with this State 
law. Why not anticipate such a con- 
dition and equip your car with that 
lens or contrivance which will meet 
the requirements. 

You believe in safeguarding the 
highways and therefore in complying 
with the law you are doing only that 
which ih your own mind is needful 
to make motoring a pleasure at night 
as well as in the daytime.’ 
motorist, who have complied with 
the law should appoint yourself a 
committee of one to see that those 
who have not equipped their cars 
with a lens of approved type be ad- 
vised accordingly. 

It is merely a question of Wwerking” 
together to make St. Louis the ideal 
city in the world as regards night 
driving. Only one out of every 15 
motorists has complied with the law 
while in’ Kansas and Nebraska, 16 
out of 18 cars are equipped with a 
view of complying with the law. 

This law has not been drafted with 
a view of making a profitable busi- 
ness for manufacturérs but to make 
the highways safe. You would not 
venture out. in your car at ‘night 
without some signal device such as a 
horn or bell, and it is just as im- 
portant that you do not drive unless 
your lights are so equipped that their 
blinding rays will not cause an accl- 
dent. 
accidents with motor cars are due 
to the light question—so why not 
make this an issue and help in pro- 
moting safe night driving by comply- 
ing with the law.

CASE DEMANDS A 
TRIAL FOR MURDER 


Hedda Burgemeister, Who Shot 
Millionaire, Resents Dis- 
missal of Charge. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Oct. 


Miss Hedda Burgemeister, the young | 
and pretty German trained nurse 
who, on Nov. 12, 1914, shot and 
killed Otto Koehler, multimillionaire 
brewer and banker of San Antonio, 


wants to come back here and stand 
trial on the indictment of murder 
that stands against her in the court. 
Miss Burgemeister is now in New 
York City, but her exact address is | 
being withheld from the public for | 
the present. 
It is expected that she will have a/| 
dramatic story to tell upon the wit- 
ness stand. The mystery connected | 
with the circumstances leading up 
to the crime probably will be cleared | 
up. 
Koehler, who was one of the best- | 
known business men of this State. | 
was killed in the cottage home of ! 
Miss Burgemeister. She immediate- | 
ly surrendered to the police and an. 
indictment for murder was returned | 
a few days later. She remained in | 
jail until a short time before the date. 
set for her trial, when, much to the 
surprise of the general public, she. 
was released on $7500 bond, which 
was signed by “James R. Voble and. 
Mrs. Emma Dorschell.”” The iden-| 
tity of these .perso was not known, 
it seems, to anyone here. 

Did Not .Seek Bondsmen. 
Miss Burgemeister now declares 
that she had nothing to do with ob- 
taining this bond and that the 
names signed to it Were fictitious. 
Shortly after her release from fail, 
announcement was made that Miss 
Burgemeister had forfeited her bond 
and gone to Germany as a war 
nurse. It now develops that she has 
been in this country all the time and 
that it was without any desire on her | 
part that she was spirited away from | 
San Antonio to escape trial for kill- | 
ing Koehler. 

The formal motion that her case | 
be reinstated in- court and that she | 
be allowed to return to this city and | 
stand trial on the indictment was. 
filed in-the District Cuurt here'a few 
days ago by John L. Sheppard, an) 
attorney of New York. In her peti- | 
tion Miss Burgemeister gives among | 
her reasons for wanting to be tried | 
on the charge: 

“Because James R. Voble and | 
Mrs. Emma Dorschell, sureties on 
said bond, nor defendant as raat: 


pal, have never been cited as scire 
facias as required by law. 

“Because said James R. Voble and 
Mrs. Emma Dorschell, so defendant 
charges and alleges, are 
persons, and that she did not know 
them and did not request that they | 
make said bond. 

Feared for Her Life. 

“That defendant was not present | 
when said case against her was set 
for. trial, because she was threatened 
and coerced and persuaded to leave 
the jurisdiction of said court, tell- 
ing her nothing ‘would be done in the 
matter, and that through fear from 
outside sources, of her life, she left, 
upon advice of her attorney at that 
time and certain officers of the coun- 
ty, who have since known of her 
whereabouts. 

“That in truth and fact she has 
violated none of the laws of this 
State, as evidence upon the trial 
thereof will show, and that she will 
and expects to voluntarily return to 
the jurisdiction of this court from 
New York City, where she now is, 
and stand trial on said indictment. 
That she is not and never has been 
a fugitive from justice, and only left 
the jurisdiction of the court in the 
manner and for the reasons above 
stated. 

‘“‘Wherefore, defendant prays that 
said judgment nisi be set aside, and 
said cause set down for an immediate 
trial in order that she may show the 
world the cause and justigcatton of 
said killing.”’ 

Miss Burgemeister was brought to 
San Antonio from Germany by the 
Koehler family and employed as a, 
trained nurse in the family of her 
multi-millionaire victim. So far as 
known she had no relatives and few 
acquaintances in this country. 
The Koehler home is one of the 
most’ palatial in San Antonio. Koeh- 
ler formerly resided in St. Louis, 
where he was connected with brew- 
ery interests.

elty in the way of military 
machines thus far created by 
the war—is paying his first 
visit to this country, and has 
taken advantage of the occasion to confess that the mobile fortress owes its 
existence first to the invention of the caterpillar system of trackage by an 
American, and, second, to a forecast of.“‘land battleships” in a novel by 
HG. Wells, whose gift for exploiting the scientific in fiction is well estab- 
lished. 

The American referred to is Benjamin Holt of Peoria, Ill., and Col. 
Swinton is generous enough to say that “without the Holt tractor there 
would very probably-not have been any tanks.” The Briton also offers a 
new and no doubt the true explanation as to how his steel dinosaurs gained 
the nickname of “Tanks,” and reveals the fact that these monsters have two 
sexes, being known as “male” and “female.” ‘ 

“Some tanks are armed with small guns firing shells,” he explains, “and 
are used especially against machine-gun nests. They are popularly known 
in the’ tank unit as ‘males.’ Other tanks carry machine gums and are in- 
tended primarily for use against enemy infantry. They are the ‘females.’ 
But there is no difference in the construction of the two kinds of tanks.” 

The name tank, he continued, was originally a bit of camouflage, designed 
to conceal thé redl purpose of the new engines while they were building 
and when it was necessary to keep the secret from the Germans until the 
new machines were launched against them on the Somme. They were vari- 
ously described as snow plows for use on the Russian front and as mobile 
water tanks to accompany the British armies in Palestine, Egypt and Meso- 
potamia. Both views were encouraged by the authorities, and the name 
tank, suggested by the latter story, was employed in telegrams and verbal 
descriptions. . After the machines were exhibited in their true charactcr, 
however, the incongruous name clung to them, much to the surprise of their 
sponsors, and tanks they became and remain in the vocabularies of the Tom- 
my, the poilu and the civilian. And now the American Congress has appro- 
priated money to build tanks for our overseas é¢xpeditions. 

Col. Swinton began to think about “land battleships’ as a means. of off- 
setting machine-gun fire long before the outbreak of the present war. In 
the first decade of this century plans were worked out ia England for a 
model tank, which was almost identical with the one in use today, save that 
a different traction system was experimented with. This proved the weak 
spot in the idea, and the plan was laid aside. It was not 
until July, 1914, a few days before Austria sent its ulti- 
matum to Servia, that Col. Swinton quite accidentally 
first heard of the Holt tractor, which, with its caterpil- 
lar tread, solved the problem of traversing rugged and 


uneven ground. 
“Let me make a remark which should be of interest 


to you Americans,” said Col. Swinton to a reviewer in e Se 


Washington the other day. “The principal German 
weapon of slaughter was and is the Maxim gun, invented 
by Hiram Maxim, an American by birth, although he 
later became a British subject. And the weapon we Brit- 
ishers devised to counteract the murderous efficiency of 
your American Maxim gun was based on the ingenious 
invention of another American, the Holt tractor. I don’t 
mean to say that the Holt tractor is the tank, by any 
manner of means. It is not. But without the Holt tractor 
there would probably be no tanks.” 

With his admiration for Yankee inventiveness, Col. 
Swinton has had a lifelong curiosity as to American ways 
and customs, which he row has an opportunity to sat- 
isfy for the first time. He has been detailed from his 
post with the British War Cabinet in London to act as 
assistant to Lord Reading in the mission which the En- 
glish Chief Justice has undertaken to tighten the bonds 
of efficiency uniting the war war programs of the United 
States and her allies. 

Returning to the story of the tank’s development, Col. 
Swinton said that yeports reaching him concerning the 
Holt tractor just before the war broke out revived his in- 
terest in the project, which had been abandoned for lack 
of a proper traction system. . “The first plan came to 
nothing,” explained he, “because we weren't ready for 
it then.” | 

‘When I went to France with Lord French in August, | 
1914,” he went on, “and saw what modern warfare was fF 
like, I became convinced that an armored car independent 
of roads and capable of traversing any t to attack 
fortified positions was a necessity for the offensive.

Col. Swinton is of the opinion that it is at present not 
feasible to build tanks any larger than those in use. 
Larger machines, he said, would have to be dismantled 
for transport by rail, and would also present difficul- 
ties to travel by road. Moreover, even with the present 
dimensions, the wear and tear on the tractor part is 
enormous, so that they do not last very long. The tank, 
he said, despite its size and strength, is a rather delicate 
contrivance. * :

That is what all our men on the “KARLSRUHE” 
thought. 

This good humor called forth on 4 November a small 
feast in our mess, although there might have been an- 
other reason in that our cook had, after a long wait, 
finally received fresh butter, frozen poultry and other 
costly food supplies from the “Vandyck.” The first of- 
ficer directed that red wine be served. Our messroom 
was decorated with potted plants and flowers taken from 
the salon of the “Vandyck.” 

4 NOVEMBER. About 6:30 p. m. on — November H. 
M. 8. “KARLSRUHE” was in latitude 10—07 ‘North, 
longitude 55—25 West. 

It was in the hour just preceding the short tropical 
twilight. The Captain and the watch officer, Lt._(J. G.) 
Freiherr von Althaus, and the helmsman and signal- 
man of the watch, were-on the navigating bridge. The 
men had finished supper and were gathering as usual 
on the fo’csle to listen to the ship’s band that had as- 
sembled under the bridge. The commissioned officers 
and the warrant officers were still at dinner in their 
messrooms in the after part of the ship, where are also 
the deck, engine room and fireroom watches, boys, stew- 
ards and cooks. 

The steamers “Indrani” and “Rio Negro” were follow- 
ing the cruiser at a short distance. 

The first officer had just risen from the table and 
some of the officers had decided to leave the after end 
of the ship and go up on the cooler bridge, when we 
felt a heavy slfock, followed by a dull. cracking and 
gnashing as the ship shuddered. The electric lights -went 
out. 

The ship immediately took a seis list to port. 

Somebody in the officers’ mess yelled, “Torpedo hit!” 
This idea was mechanically conveyed from one to the 
other. We hurried to our battle stations. 

Before I could reach the poop, my station as second 
gunnery officer at general quarters, I heard the call, 
“Close water-tight doors!”’ and the customary five short 
strokes of the ship’s bell. 

Ahead of our bow I saw the bottom of a floating ship 
which sank immediateiy. I thought it was some strange 
craft with which we had had a collision, even though this 
seemed impossible to have occurred. Actually, however, 
it was the forward half of our own ship. 

A powerful explosion had blown H. M. S. “KARLS- 
RUHE” into halves. 

The place where the explosion occurred and the im- 
mediate neighborhood, which included that part of the 
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“ship from the bow to the forward smokepipe, also the 


navigating bridge and foremast, must have been blown 
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whom had been thrown a good distance away, could be 
saved by the after end of the ship and ‘hebr 1 boats. All 
of them were miore or less seriously burned or mutilated. 

The after end, in which all the water-tight doors had 
been closed, remained afloat for avout 20 minutes. This 
fact, a glowing testimonial to our ship’s material and 
the German construction, was the main reason we few 
remaining ones were saved. 

The two accompanying steamers -saw the catastrophe, 
saw a column of flame 100 meters high, and hastened 
to do all they could; they came up at high speed and 
lowered all their boats. 

Our own boats were quickly lowered and assisted the 
steamers’ boats in searching the unfortunate spot for 
any survivors. L ! 

After the first officer and the engineer officer on 
watch had inspected all the lower compartments in the 
ship and had made sure that there were no more aboard, 
the last boat, full of officers, left the ship. We had 
hardly gone 100 meters from the ship eWhen her stern 
lifted straight up out of the water, 80 that we could 
distinctly see her propellers and rudder. The boats 


were still hunting for swimmers, but when thé rest of- 


H.-M. S. “KARLSRUHE” shot suddenly down to the 
depths, all the men in the boats gave three ‘hurra’s!” to 
her and to our comrages. 

Then all was quiet in our little -eircle. A heavy load 
of pain and sorrow lay upon us, and before us were the 
questions: How? and Why? 

These questions will never be answered. 

The catastrophe had befallen us so suddenly and with 
such force that we had no time to make clear esti- 
mates of the reasons or results. By and by, when all 
the survivors were assembled on the *‘Rio Negro” and it 
was seen how many of, our comrades were missing, and 
when it was settled beyond doubt that our Captain, that 
excellent man, honored and respected by all, had drowned 
with our good ship, then we all began to understand the 
extent_of our losses and how. hard this accident had 
hit us. 

Each man on board ship had made up his mind that 
the end of our war cruise would come some day and 
all hoped that it would be in battle with the hated en- 
emy, proving that German patriotism and devotion are 
not empty words. How else could the end come? 


THE RETURN HOME. 


The search for survivers of the sunken vessel was 
given up as useless on the following mofning. 

What should be done next? 

The answer was not hard to find. There were two 
courses of action open'to us: We had tb make an effort 
to place ourselves and our men at the disposal of our 
fatherland as soon as possible. Also we had to conceal 
the loss of the cruiser as long as possible. The English 


could not possibly know it, Lord be praised! The excel- . 


lent, work of H. M. S. “KARLSRUHE” had severely dam- 
aged the English trade on the North Atlantic Ocean, 
causing no end of uneasiness. Until the arrival of our 
cruiser squadron, which was, very indefinite as yet, there 
was no other ship available to replace our cruiser. The 
sinking of H. M. S. “KARLSRUHE” would relieve the 
pressure on the English and then all the results of our 
work would have gone to naught at one stroke. But if we 
were able to keep her loss a secret, the unéasiness in 
English commercial circles would continue for another 
month. A considerable number of English warships were 
detailed to search for us, which was another advantage 
for our cruiser squadron. 

The idea of trying to join the cruiser squadron was 
dropped. We were soon unanimously of the opinion that 
we should attempt to break through to Germany.

i chose to continue my journey overland with Ens, 
of Reserves Eyring.

I wanted to make sure that I would safely reach home 
with the most important reports, especially my war 
diary, which, except for a few official papers that I was 
able to rescue on 4 November, constituted the only rec- .

Latest Conclusions About ‘Life | on “Other r Planet 


HOUGH fettered irretriev- 
ably to that little pin- 
fold in the universe 
known as the earth, 
man, by means of the 
machines which he has 
wrenched from the in- 

tractable materials of nature, is find- 


pry into the secrets of the grandest of 
problems—the mysteries propounded 
by the myriads of stars and planets 
which overhang him in the skies. 

And now the mind has equipped 
itself for the quest with the greatest reflecting telescope 
ever brought to perfection, that installed in a conserva- 
tory near Victoria, British Columbia. This instrument 
is expected to search out new evidence upon astronom- 
ical enigmas in general, and particularly to throw more 
light upon the fascinating question as to whether life 
exists on any of the planets of the solar system save 
our own. 

An idea of the size of the Canadian telescope may 
be gained from the fact that its principal mirror is one 
inch more than six feet in diameter and ‘weighs 340 
pounds more than two tons. The concave curve of its 
front surface is ground so perfectly that if an error 
exists it is less than one two-hundred-thousandths of an 
inch. The mirror is 13 inches thick at the edge, and in 
the center there is a hole'10,1-8 inches in diameter, the 
purpose of which is interesting. 


The principle of the mirror is that, when directed 
at any luminary, it gathers all the rays of light received 
from it and focuses them at one point in an image of 
the original. In the case of this six-foot reflector the 
image is 30 feet away from the mirror. The observer 
may either catch the image at the point of focus and 
study it through his magnifying eyeglass, or else deflect 
it with a plane mirror through the hole in the concave 
mirror, back of which he may also install his eyeglass. 


The manufacture of the principal mirror of such a 


telescope requires a long time, infinitesimal pains and | 


great sums of money. It is made of speculum metal, an 


alloy of copper and tin, and the concave surface is coat- * 


ed with a bright film of silver. It is recalled that half 
a century ago Lord Rosse built a six-foot reflecting tele- 
scope, but the art of grinding mtrrors was then so far 
inferior to its development today that very little work 
could ever be done with the instrument, and it lies dis- 
mantled, as a curiosity, in the South Kensington Mu- 
seum. But even the new Canadian telescope will soon 
be outdistanced by the eight and one-half foot reflector 
being built for the solar observatory of the Carnegie 
Institution at Mount Wilson, Cal. 

The 73-inch mirror, with its many complicated appur- 
tenances, is mounted in a great tube, which, in turn, is 
housed in a circular building 66 feet in diameter and 
rising, with its hemispherical revolving dome, to a 
height of 75 feet. The tube itself, which is 71-2 feet in 
diameter, weighs 15 tons; and the telescope, with its 
apparatus, weighs altogether 60 tons, Its operations 
are controlled by seven electric motors, and so perfectly 
balanced is the big mechanism, with its beautiful ball 
bearings, that a pressure of five pounds with the hand 
is sufficient to swing it about. In addition thera is a 
clock-driven motor, energized by a weight of 1000 pounds, 
which revolves an axis once in 24 hours. This axis 
is attached to the telescope in such a way as to keep 
its vision fixed on any star steadily, despite the revo- 
lution of the earth. An electric elevating platform en- 
ables the astronomer to make his observations at the 
upper end of the tube, when he so desires. 

No doubt one of the first uses to which this magnifi- 
cent instrument will be put will be that of investigating 
the evidences of life on other planets. Science has made 
in the last few centuries the gigantic stride of diseover- 
ing that the stars and planets are not lamps 
hung in the heavens for the convenience of 
mankind, and concerning themselves with 
our affairs to the extent of influencing 
them for good or evil, as the old astrologers 
fabied, but that they are worlds for the most 
part very much larger than the earth and 
often larger even than the sun. The mirac- 
ulous spectroscope has even informed us of 
the elements of which these orbs are com- 
posed, and the elements have been found to.

Today astronomers are seeking with every 
‘means at their command to discover whether 
there are evidences of life.on our nearest 
neighbors, the planets, and for the inquiry 
larger and larger telescopes are in demand. 
The present theories on the subject were en- 
tertainingly discussed by Vincent Francis, in . 
a recent article in the Scientific American. 
He comes to the conclusion that Venus may 
possibly besinhabited and that Mars most 
probably is peopled by a race of gigantic 
stature, which, gasping for breath in the rar- 
ified atmosphere and dying of thirst, has 


All of the other planets, he be- 
lieves, are incapable of supporting life. 

It is out of the question, he says, to con- 
ceive of any life existing on the sun, a globe 
of incandescent gases flaming with a heat 
of 6000 degrees centigrade, 

Coming to Mercury, the little planet near-

cinder by the relentless rays of the sun, and the other 
frozen solid by a cold which we can never conceive of on 


earth. Certainly life under stich circumstances would be’ 


impossible.” 

The next planet, Venus, differs from Mercary in hav- 
ing an atmosphere so dense and moisture-laden that 92 
per cent of the light reaching the orb is reflected back 
into space, thus accounting for the peculiarly dazzling 
sheen which characterizes this body. It is unknown 
whether Venus has a day like our own or whether, like 
Mercury, she always turns the same face towards the 
sun. “The latter is considered more probable. But even 
in that case life might exist, for the temperature would 
be equalized by the circulation of the atmosphere from 
the sunlit to the dark side. 

“Life on Venus would be on a very early stage of de- 
velopment,” says the writer, “possibly like life on the 
earth before the skies cleared, when it was still pretty 
warm here; luxuriant ferns and other flora flourished 
and huge dinosaurs inhabited our globe. It seems reas- 
onable that Venus should be at an earlier stage of de- 
velopment than the earth, although she is practically 
the same size, because she is considerably nearer the sun 
and .receives in consequence about twice as much light 
and heat as we do, thus retarding the cooling off process 
which all worlds must undergo in the process of evolu- 
tion. * * * The chances of thinking beings like our- 
selves being there are extremely remote.” 

Conditions on Venus are very different from those of 
the earth in another way, namely, that her equator has 
practically no inclination to her orbit, whereas our planet 
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has an inclination of 231-2 degrees. This means that 
Venus has no seasons, the climate never varying in one 
locality year in and year out. : 
Passing by the earth we come to Mars, which is con- 
siderably smaller than the terrestial globe and 141,000,000 © 
miles from the sun, as against the earth’s distance of 
93,000,000 miles. Mars has a day about the length of our 
own, has seasons corresponding to ours, and has a year_ 
687 days long. It possesses an atmosphere containing» 
water vapor, but it is much rarer than that of the earth, 
But the amazing thing about Mars is, of course, the 
network of channels which spread over its surface, swell~_ 
ing here and there into what one astronomer has termed 
“oases.”” These have given rise to the astounding theory — 
that the channels are artificial canals, and that the 
“oases” are centers of population and agriculture, Of 
course, it could not be the canals themselves which are 
visible through even the most powerful telescopes, Dut — 
the vegetation growing along their banks. — soe 
The characteristic reddish hue of the planet is said to. | 
support the theory that most of its surface is like that 
of the Sahara Desert. Here, it is urged, we have the 
spectacle of a mighty race making its last desperate —

In addition to 210 passengers, of which 112 were in the 
first or second cabin, mostly North Americans, the steam- 
er had 130 bags of mail, $2500 of the firm’s funds, a large 
cargo of general merchandise and about 1000 tons of 
frozen meat. She was bound from Buenos Aires to New 
York, via Trinidad and Barbados. 

She had been warned against us by the “BRISTOL.” 
The Captain had exercised great caution in that he ran 
darkened at night and did not use his radio for six days. 
Therefore he was most surprised. when our prize officer 
very seriously told him that we had been waiting for 
him since yesterday! 

Her Captain was an old man and he lost his balance 
due to this misfortune. We always gave the crews of 
our prises the choice between being quartered aboard 
the “KARLSRUHE” as prisoners of war or of signing 
an agreement not to take part against us or our allies 
during the rest ofthis war. If they elected the latter, 
we promised to set then free as soon as thé next oppor-

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The first officer on the ‘““Vandyck"” had requested per 
mission to superintend the transfer of the baggage. 
He and the other ship’s officers behaved very sensibly 
and did their best to lighten our work and to do whag 
they could for the unfortunate passengers. 

The ship’s boats had n packed full the day before. 
Promptly at 6 a. m. thé first officer directed that they 
be lowered. The passengers were watching this work 
and saw a most surprising spectacle; all the wooden boats q@ 
of the large and new passenger steamer were leaky and 
soon filled with water, so that all the baggage was thor- 
oughly soaked. The suffering passengers raged. They 
cursed the first officer and then the Captain until they 
were finally quieted by the officers of the “KARLS- 
RUHE,” who were watching the performance. 

The German steamboat then took the heavy, wet boats 
in tow and, about noon, the transportation of. baggage 
was finished. ; 

After the noon meal the transfer of passengers to 
the “Asuncion” began. They were all aboard her by 
7 p. m., including the crews of the steamers “Glanton” 
and “Hurstdale;” also a 10 days’ supply of provisions. 

The “Asuncion” was a much smaller steamer than the 
“Vandyck” and was not fitted to take care of so many 
passengers. The women and children were all assigned 
cabins, but as there were’ not enough of these, the Cap- 
tain and the ship's officers surrendered their rooms to 
them. The men had to find places on deck as best they 
could. 

The Captain had a notice posted in the salon and in 
the steerage. In this notice he invited attention to the 
lies that had been published in the press which had 
caused so much uneasiness among the passengers. Ger- 
man soldiers and sailors would never rob an unfortunate 
traveler of his property, much less attempt to take his 
life. In regard to the English this might be the case, as 
they pay their naval officers and seamen prize money;' @: 
that is, with the property of strangers. This custom, e 
dating back to the days of piracy, is unknown in the 
German, navy. The Germany navy is accustomed to 
doing its duty, which required us to capture enemy 
steamers and to treat neutral passengers with every pos- 
sible consideration. The only real way to escape incon- 
veniences was to travel, not on English, but on neutral 
steamers. . 

This notice was read with interest and then widely d@is- 
cussed.

citing speech to his men. The prize officer found it nec- 
essary to report this to our Captain. The latter imme- 
diately sent two armed men aboard the steamer to take 
charge of the Captain. Meantime, however, his more 
level-headed officers had quieted him so that this meas- 
ure was not necessary. This was the only case of an 
English Captain trying to create a disturbance. 

The passengers had, until the very last moment, taken 
us for an English cruiser. When they discovered their 
mistake there arose a grand howl. Because of the sense- 
less infamy heaped upon our armies by the South Amer- 
ican press (under English-French control) the passen- 
gers had expected the worst possible treatment and rob- 
bery at the hands of the “Huns.” This madness was not 
confined to the between-decks passengers that are usu- 
ally of ordinary and uneducated extraction and who, 
therefore, may be excused because of their ignorance. 
Among the first-class passengers was the Colombian 
diplomatic representative to Argentina, a mestino with 
his wife and child. He had had the foresight to request 
our Ambassador in Buenos Aires to write a letter to the 
commanders of all German warships. This he presented 
to our prise officer and, shivering from head to foot, 
he begwed that he, his wife and child be spared! He did 
not subside for a long time, even after the Captain had 
sent Ensign Count Beissel to the steamer to attend the 
diplomat and his wife. 

When the passengers finally understood that we had 
no idea of hurting a hair on their heads, nor of taking 
their property, the astonishment was great and the 
gratitude effusive. 

In order to give the passengers ample time to pack ap, 
the Captain delayed unloading the steamer until the 
next day. Meantime all our henchmen were recalled hy The women and children begged for souvenirs and 
radio and they arrived one after the other.

The transfer of baggage was to commence at 6 o'clock 
the next morning.

Then they were to follow their baggage 
over to the “Asuncion” and, along with the crews of the 
last three steamers, be taken to a neutral harbor. 

As our provision supply, such as fresh meat, flour and 
rice (the last was necessary for the Chinese) had. been 
considerably reduced, the wonderfully supplied steamer 
came in very handy. Therefore, the next day was to be 
devoted to a wholesale transfer of provisions. 

27 OCTOBER. During the night a part of the crew, 
especially the firemen, got drunk. This had usually hap- 
pened in the case of the other steamers if the men were 
given sufficient time to save as much of their rum as they 
could.

that earthiy landmarks are no er discernable, he 
yet is able to maintain an unerring sense of equilibrium? 
That he can and does accomplish these marvels is cer- 
tain, else he would never return alive. For suppose he 
should make the mistake, having nothing visible to guide 
him, of thinking that an angle of 45 degrees was really 
paraliel with the hidden surface of the earth! 

Man can achieve these feats because nature has pro- 
vided his body with a set of “spirit levels,” which, if 
functioning perfectly, operate as accurately when he is 
swallowed up in. the abysses of space as when he is walk- 
img on the ground. This strange fact is becoming pop- 


» Wlarly known through the tests prescribed for candidates 


aspiring to join Uncle Sam's proposed air army of 100,000 
“men. Science has determined that in addition to sight, 
bearing, smell, taste and touch man possesses a sixth 
sense—that of equilibrium; and the greatest of these, 
for aviation purposes, is the sixth. By means of a simple 
revolving chair, the examiners have perfected an infalli- 
Die method for determining whether any man possesses 
this precious faculty. 

_ Hollowed out in the bone of the internal ear are three 
‘tiny canals, approximately semicircular in shape. Bach 
is so minute that its diameter is about one-twentieth of 
‘ah inch. The canals contain a clear fluid, known as 

‘perilymph. This delicate apparatus is the body’s “spirit 
" Bevel,” which operates on the same principle of gravity 
_ 6 the familiar carpenter's tool of that name.

-_ Normaily every movement of the body necessitates a 
Movement of the lymph in the semicircular canals.

“archies" or enemy airplanes. 
~ When the semicircular canals are in perfect working 
order, any vigorous displacement of the body’s equi- 
Hbrium results in three symptoms. The first is nystag- 
‘mus, or a rapid, involuntary oscillation of the eyeballs. 
The second is vertigo, and the third falling. The army 
teste seek to obtain these reactions by means of arti- 
ficial stimulation of the canals. One would at first think 
_ that the examinations would seek. to find men who are

Pictures on this 
page make clear 
the apparatus em- 
ployed by § the 
examiners in judging a 


candidate’s balancing fac- 
ulty. It is a medium-sized white-enameled chair, 
mounted on a pivot on which it may be rapidly 
revolved. At the base is a locking mechanism and a 
brake, by means of which the revolutions may be 
stopped instantly. From the head rack arises a handle, 
for use. in whirling the chair about. 

When the candidate takes his place in the chair for 
the nystagmus test he is told to tilt his head forward at 
an angle of about 30 degrees, so as to bring the semi- 
circular canals of the ear on a horizontal plane. He 
closes his eyes and braces himself with hands and 
feet. Then the chair is whirled to the right 10 times in 
20 seconds. . 

The instant the brake is applied and the chair stopped, 
the aspirant is told to open his eyes and fix them on 
some object. Usually the object seems to him to be 
juniping violently back and forth. The truth is that his 
eyeballs are furiously rolling to and fro, too rapidly for 
one to count the osciilations. When the eyes are first 
opened the surgeon clicks a stop watch, and when their 
fluttering finally ceased the watch clicks again; on the 
records is entered the duration of the nystagmus. Then 
the test is repeated, save that this time the chair is 
whirled to the left. 

Then comes the test for falling. The chair is re- 
volved to the right, five times in 10 seconds, the candl- 
date’s eyes being closed, his clenched hands resting on 
his knees, and his forehead touching his hands. Sudden- 
ly the brake is put on, and he is told to sit upright with- 
out opening his eyes. The lymph in the ear canals is 
still moving to the right and the candidate, struggling 


to balance himself under the delusion that he is falling “ 


towards the right, invariably topples over towards the 
left, At least, should he be so unfortunate as to be able 
to sit up erect, he would be rejected. 


The utility of this test is obvious. The whirling of 
the chair induces artificially the ‘same feeling that a 
rian would have were he overbalanced on the right side. 
The fall to the left is an instinctive effort to recover 
himself, That instinct would instantly warn him high 
in the air should his machine begin to slide down on the 
right side, and would enable him to bring his airplane 
back to equilibrium. Needless to say, the test is re- 
versed by spinning the chair in the opposite direction, 
and noting whether the candidate this time tumbles 
over to the right. A man must be ambidextrous, so to 
speak, in his sense of balance. 


The test for vertigo, or dizziness, is known as “past 
pointing.” The recruit, still in the revolving chair, is 
turned to the right 10 times in 10 seconds. His eyes 
are closed. Then the chair is stopped and locked in po- 
sition. He is told to stretch out his hand and is per- 
mitted to touch the examiner’s fingers. Next, he is told 
to raise his arm high over his head and then, sweeping 
it down in wide arc, to touch the surgeon’s fingers once 
more. The eyes are kept closed. 

The lymph in the canals continues moving from the 
momentum of the revolutions, and the recruit has a sen- 
sation that he is still traveling: So, on bringing déwn 


his hand to where he thinks the surgeon's fingers are, . 


he misses them just as far as he has made allowance 
for in his mind. In other words, he “points past” them, 
If he really succeeds in touching the fingers in less 
‘three trials, he is likely to be rejected;

If it is of foremost importance that the ears be perfect, 
it is scarcely less so in regard to the eyes. The recruit 
gets all the tests made for vision in examinations for 
the army, only with redoubled severity. But he has one 
test peculiar to his own~service, that for stereoscopic 
vision. It means ability to judge the relative distances 
of objects, although a difference in size may cause.them 
to reflect the same areas on the retina. This faculty 
is considered indispensable in reconnaisance work, when 
the aviator must be able to report exactly on the things 
he has seen. 

Boys who on a dare have attempted ‘to walk when 
blindfolded the ridge pole of a barn will understand the 
so-called “dynamic” test, which consists in walking with 
eyes closed along a tape line forwards and then back- 
wards. If one comes through this test with flying col- 
ars, he possesses a keen sense of direction and excel- 
lent muscular control. Applicants ~are then asked 
whether they have ever been affected by seasickness, 
ear trouble or dizziness, or have ever suffered an in- 
jury. to the head or ears. They are told that they 
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in 20 seconds, far nystagmus test. 


needn’t be bashful about confessing seasickness, as it is 
perfectly natural for anyone to be seasick. : 

A candidate entering the medical examining room— 
usually located at a hospital, so that specialists in every 
line may be at hand in case they are needed—is made 
to strip and is examined for any symptom of skin dis- 
ease. The weight is taken, the minimum being 120 
pounds and the maximum 190; and then the height, 
which may range from 5 feet 4 inches to 6 feet 1 inch. 
The back and cRest are thumped in search. of lung 
trouble, and chest expansion is tested. The rate and 
quality of the pulse are.tested. Much time is spent in 
taking the blood pressure, as it is of vital importance 
that this condition be.of the best if an aviator is to fly 
to an altitude of three miles or more, as’is often neces- 
sary. 


The surface veins are closely examined, and then the 
recruits are put through vigorous setting-up exercises, 
to stimulate circulation. Specialists with stethoscopes cir- 
culate among them listening for murmurs and other indi- 
cations of impaired heart action. The condition of each 
man’s teeth and tongue is carefully noted. : 


Each is asked to stand with feet—not merely heels— 
touching, and with eyes closed for one minute, while a 
surgeon notes how much he sways. The ears are each 
tested for their ability to detect a whisper or the tick of 
a watch at certain distances. With the afd of powerful 
reflecting lights noses, throats and particularly the ton- 
sils are thoroughly examined. The eyes are searched 
with the electric ophthalmoscope for possible lesions, 
There is a test for ‘“‘muscular balance” of the eyes, this 
being considered necessary because an aviator’s eyes are 
under such a sharp strain, and often for prolonged peri- 
ods of time. 

Persons who have undergone the aviation tests report 
that certain ordeals popularly believed to be inflicted 
on fledgling birdmen exist only in the imagination. No

an average been able to pass, despite 
the fact that they are probably the 
highest type of men, mentally and 
physically, which the country has 
available for war service. 

It is small wonder that experts pre- 
dict Uncle Sam’s army of fliers will 
be the most efficient body of men in 
the world. The tests may be made 
more severe here than in England, 
France or Germany, because we have 
more men to select from. Each will 
be perfectly normal in body and mind 
and will—thanks to the revolving 
chair’s elimination of the unfit—pos- 

* sess the sense of balance of a hawk. 

And they will have full need for 
consummate physical condition un- 
der the circumstances of military 
flying as it is now developed. At the 
beginning of the war the average 
flight on active service did not rise 
higher than 4000. or 5000 feet, sim- 
ply because few of the machines then 
in use could get much higher with 
the impedimenta carried. Today a 
height of 20,000 feet is not infrequent- 
ly reached, which meags an altitude 
of approximately five miles. It seems 
fairly certain that if progress in im- 
proving climbing machines continues, 
heights a great deal beyond even this 
figure will be reached as a usual 
thing.

very robust, in addition to being well protected, will suf- 
fer severely from the cold. Moreover, at such an alti- 
tude the air has become so rarified that breathing grows 
painful, and there is always a danger, except in those 
of strong physique, of a sudden and fatal collapse. 

An interesting description of the sen- 
sations which the young Americans now 
in training will experience on high 
flights was given in a lecture before the 
London Aeronautical Society by Capt. 
B. C.. Hucks of the Royal Flying Corps. 
' “T have found,” he said, “the effect of 
rarified air to be felt slightly at about 
10,000 feet. Breathing become affect- 
ed, respiration shorter and quicker, and 
there is a curious oppressive sensation 
and bulging feeling in the head until 
a height of about 20,000 feet is reached. 

“IT am told by a medical friend who 
has made rather a study of the subject 
that there is always risk of a sudden 
collapse, and oxygen should be breathed 
whether the aviator feels fit or not. Of 
course, the effect varies considerably 
with individuals, and with the state of 
one’s health. : 

“About 18 months ago I suffered 
slightly with my heart and found that I 
could not get very high without becom- 
ing giddy. After returning from a flight 
to 12,000 feet I had palpitation, which 
lasted until the following day. In conse- 
quence, I had to abandon flying until 
treatment got me fit again. This year 
I have made a number of high flights, 
and have felt no {fll effects whatsoever. 
In fact, I find the more one gets ac- 


customed to going up high, the less the“? ~ 


effects are felt. I am told that this is 
also the case in mountaineering. 

“I can remember the unpleasantness 
of my first flight to 15,000:feet. It was 
very marked, eS8pecially the pain felt 
in the drums of the ears on descending. 
The fact that a flight now to 21,000 or 
22,000 feet does not have so miuch effect, 
1 put down entirely to acclimatization. 

“I use oxygen as a precaution when ascending beyond 
20,000 feet. I carry it in a small bottle, fitted with a 
special reducing valve, which is fixed in the fuselage 
within easy reach of the hand. No special regulation 
is required, as the valve is set to pass only the necessary 
amount of gas into the face mask, which acts as a mix- 
fhe chamber, with its inlet and outlet air valve. 

The apparatus weighs 16 pounds and contains sufficient 
oxygen for one hour's continuous use. After reaching 


- 20,000 feet I find it is only necessary to use the oxygen 


intermittently, and, accordingly, I simply hold the mask, 


. after turning on the gas, over the mouth and nose, and 


take a few breaths of it, perhaps every half minute. - 

“The effect to me is remarkable; most of the oppressive 
feeling vanishes, and, excepting for the unpleasant bulg- 
ing feeling in the head, such as you experience with a 
bad cold, the. sensation is one of suddenly being again 
at ground level. j 

“If the speed of climb continues to improve at the rate 


- it has for the last three years, it looks as though avi- 


ators may become subject to what is known as-‘caisson 
disease,’ due, I am told, to the sudden reduction of at- 
mospheric pressure, such as divers are subjected to when 
thes come to the surface from a great depth.” 

As to cold at high altitudes, Capt. Hucks said that in 
the winter time flying even as low as 6000 feet is often at- 
tended with infense discomfort. And even when it.is
